The illustration on this page is that of the famous 
French horse, Gladiateur, whose recent death has already 
been referred to in a late issue of this paper. The drawing 
U an excellent one, and represents the champion of Gaul as 
be appeared when at the zenith of his fame. Gladiateur 
was in every way a historical as well as a sensational horse, 
and one whose name will long be remembered by British 
turfmen, whom he frightened half out of their wits with the

the only scion of Gladiateur now represented at the British 
stud. As a sire, however, Gladiateur was a most complete 
failure, none of his produce being able to stand training, 
but 'going to pieces" before reaching maturity.

Australian Turf News. 

Racing la .V«v South Wales-Light Weights in Handicaps- Victoria 
Racing Club —♦ 12.260 Added for One Day's Sport—Pint Racing- 
Success of the Leamington Blood-"Captain Armstrong" on the 
Saddle—The Champion Race-7horoughbred Sale-Xew ’turf Club. 
The latest files of the Australasian to hand are those for the month 
ending January 8th, and in view of the present dearth of tnrf news in 
this northern latitude, we will present a summarised report of the do¬ 
ings In Australia, where the eportlng fraternity are now in the height 
of the racing season. Speaking of seasons we find by reference to the 
Almanac published by the Australasian, that they are divided in the 
Antipodes as follows; Autumn commences on March 10, winter on 
June 91 (the shortest day), spring on September SS, and summer on 
December 91 (the longest day). 

Under the patronage of His Excellency, Sir Hercules Robinson, the 
Murrumbidgee Turf Club, better known as the Wagga Wagga Turf 
Club, began a three days’ meeting on December 8th. The returns of 
the racing show the sport to have beeu of a very fair character, the 
club being very liberal in the way of adding money, thereby securing 

S ood fields of horses. No less a sum than 1,000 guineas was added to 
le principal event, called the Wagga Cup, a sweepstakes of 90 sov¬ 
ereigns each, half forfeit, and thirteen started for toe valuable prize. 
Judging from the betting it was a very open race, as 8 to 1 was laid

A selling race was the succeeding event, and In It a piece of “pull¬ 
ing" was done In such a bare faced manner by a young Jockey called 
Rawlings on Cyclops, that the Stewards Immediately disqualified him 
for life. A further investigation was also being held for the purpose of 
finding out the parties who prompted or bribed the boy to do the dirty 
work. It le sincerely to be wished that the Stewards of the V. R. C. 
may be successful In their olforta to detect and punish the Inetlgalors 
of the fraud. The Midsummer Handicap of a mile and three-quarters 
fell to a stable companion of Newmlnster, Sultan, a five-year old by 
Ladyklrk ont of Maria Theresa, defeating a field of ten starters In good 
time—8.07%. 

The great race of the day, however, was the Champion Stakes, an 
event which had been canvassed far and near for weeks previous to the 
first of Jauuary. It was well contested throughout, as may be seen by 
the full report, which we herewith give:

The Lottery of Breeding. 

The recent, end. In one tense, the premature death of Qladlateur bat 
revived the recollections of hla performances on the tnrf, and of bin 
subsequent career at the stu<f. It can scarcely be said that ad a tut 
ala , for, notwithstanding his failure to transmit his own excellence to 
his produce, it will be long before bis achievements as a racehorse are 
forgotten. That he was a failure at the stud the most undaunted of hla 
panegyrists Is obliged to admit, and the only excase they can Aud for 



against Coquette, Barmaid and West Australian; 7 to 1 against Cleollte; 
10 to 1 against Canterbury and Cassio; and from 12 to £0 to 1 against 
the others. The result, however, was an easy win for Cleollte, by three 
lengths, an outsider, Torchlight, being second, and Canterbury third. 

^Cleollte is a five year old mare, br Angler, ont of Maggie Lauder, and 
had onlr the light impost of 96 lbs to carry, so that aa she took 3m. 
39s. to do the journey. It cannot be called a ilret class performance, but 
as a set off it Is claimed that the turf was hard and dry. On the second 
dav the main event was the Grand Stand Handicap of 200 sovs., one 
iplle and a quarter, and a six-year-old called Snowden, let In at 96 
ponnds, beat five others. The Town P!^ was the attraction on the 
third day. This was a sweepstakes of 5 nova. each, with 300 sovs. add¬ 
ed ; one mile and a half. Six started, and after a floe race. Terror. 4 
vears, 95 pounds and West Australian, 5 yean, 96 ponnds, ran a dead 
beat In 2m. 48s., oat in the decider the voanger horse won easily in the 
same time. Looklog over the weight* in the various races one cannot 
fail to notice the low scale upon which the handicaps were framed, very 
few being called upon to carry more than 10u ponnds. In a weight-for¬ 
age race the weights were apportioned aa follows: 8 yean, 102 ponnds; 
4 yean. 121 pounds; and b years, 126 pounds; so that the disparity be¬ 
tween these and the ordinary handicap weights is very marked. 

Following the Murrumbidgee meeting came in quick succession the 
AlburyTorf Club nces in New South Wales and the Wyndhsm and 
Western Racing Association meetings, and a few other minor events In 
Australia, bat these do not call for comment. 

On New Year's the Victoria Racing Club, the leading Australian Tnrf 
Association, gave a day's racing over the Flemington course, and the 
sport was witnessed by. It Is claimed, 80,000 spectators. Seven races 
made np the day's programme, and to them the club added In hard cash 
£2,400—$12,250 In gold—out of the funds, s piece of liberality to which 
we know of no parallel. The first event waa a hurdle race over 
about three miles, won by an aged gelding named Asmodens, to whose 
name no pedigree is attached, carrying the fair weight of 129 lbs., and 
defeating ten opponents very easily by four lengths. This wsa followed 
by the Two-Year-Old Stakes of 20 sovs., h. f. with 20U added, colls carry¬ 
ing 122 lbs. and fillies 119 lbs. The result waa booked as a certainty for 
Newmlnster, on whom even money was laid, notwithstanding ten start¬ 
ed against him, and this confidence was not misplaced, as he won by 
two lengths from a filly called Brlsels. The victory of Newmlnster is 
of Interest to American breeders, he being by the Marquis (winner of 
the 2000 goioeas and St. Leger in'lHtW ) ont of Spa by teominaton, out of 
Satanella by Newmlnster out of Flighty, bv the Flying Dutchman. The 
Marquis was by Stockwell, the Emperor of the Stud, as he was called In 
England, out of Cllnxelll, a daughter of Touchstone out of the Panta¬ 
loon mare Brocade. In the pedigree of Spa there Is another cross of the 
Touchstone blood, he being the sire of Newmlnster ont of the celebra¬ 
ted mare Beeswing by Dr. Syntax. The success of this colt adds ad* 
dltional lustre to the well-earned fame of the Chestnut Hill stallion 
Leamington, who last year beaded the list of American winning sires. 
A curious story is related of Newmlnster'e early days. 8homy after 
bis birth he was left an orphan, being found one day lying by the side

If not all, the above horses were failures at the stud may he 
granted, but the failure does not any the more account for that of uts- 
diateur; upon the contrary, It gives Increased Importance to the ques¬ 
tion, "Why le It that so many good racehorses are In the same Cites* 
ry." In some cases the reply is simple enoagh. The horse which M* 
achieved great things on the tnrf goes to the stud with a great reputs- 
tlon; his owner looks upon him as a gold mine which cannot be over¬ 
worked, and the result Is that his powers are taxed beyond endurance, 
and that aniens he has the good fortune to beget some animal 
excellence in his first or second season, hla produce are typical or in¬ 
evitable consequence. This will account for some failures, but not for 
those horses which, sent to the etud in the prime of life, mated with » 
limited selection of the best brood-marea of the day— 
lions made with a due regard to the suitability, as proven 
by past experience, of peculiar strains of blood—and tenora 
with the utmost care by men whose heart Is In their work, 
fall to hand down their own good qualities to their progeny. In sues 
cases as these. It wonld seom as If we must come back to the argumsn* 
ao stonily advanced by some, and not lots stoutly repelled toy otnsrs. 
that breeding Is a lottery, and that though there are certain rules, 
observance of which l* beat calculated to ensure aucceee, good 1 horse* 
are often bred by breaking them, and very many bad onee by adhering 
to them. 

If, then, the "lottery of breeding" Is anything more than a conven¬ 
ient phrase for the use of writers unable or unwilling to take thei tn™ 
ble of tracing back pedigrees and comparing different strains of biowi 
It certainly may be applied to the case of Gladiatenr, for no horse o' 
the present day has quitted the poet for the paddock with fairer P**' 
pacts than the only animal of foreign extraction hitherto successfuliia 
the English Derby. When the reaoer remembers that within tbs 
of five months be won the Two Thousand Guineas, the Derby, *[**

of the rider# nod asked which horses they rode. They Anally announced 
that Foster had won the heat. Kutherfurd second and to tho ainaxe 
meat of every one, declared all the others distanced. 

The latter part of the decision created great dissatisfaction. Those 
who were in the vicinity of the distance stand with unanimity teeltt? 
that llockbocktug and Golden Gate were both Inside when the Dag fell, 
and that UociGiocklng saved his distance by stz or eight lengths. The 
decision decianug him shut out was protested agaiust, and an effort 
was made to get the Judgee to hear evidence for its reconsideration, but 
they decided to be guided solely by the report of the distance judges 
One of these who too* part lii the proceedings there subsequently ad 
milled, privately, that be did not see the horsee, or at least did not see 
all of them. The decision was received with many wipresslons of dis¬ 
satisfaction, it being the general opiulou amoug those tu position to 

judge that llockhocVing was not Justly treatedT It was openly lull- 
mated that the decision was in«de to save the third aud fourth money to 
the Jocks/ Club by distancing all but the Aret two horses, and the fact 
that officers of the club who had a direct iuterest In the saving thereby 
effected were appointed distance Judge* was pointed out as glvlug 
color to the suspicion. 

THI SECOND HEAT. 

While the horses were being reeled between beats. Lucky Baldwin, 
the owner of Kutherfurd, after an anxious survey of bla owu steed, 
sauutered up the track and remarked with a gleam of satisfaction that 
Foster appeared slightly lauie. This fact was generally noticed, and oo 
It many fouuded hopes that Kutherfurd would yet win the race. After 
the lapse of the time allowed for resting, the horses were called up for 
the second heal. They started for the word, and. under a misapprehen¬ 
sion. continued on around the track, neither jockei feellug certain of 
the position of the slate of affairs, and neither willing to be the urst to 
turn back. As they bounded down the homestretch iu a way that 
showed they meaul busluese, the crowd was perplexed, not knowing 
whether the race was iu progress or not. but the Jockeys were Anally In¬ 
duced to reiu up and return to the stand. They tbeu started very fairly 
ou the Arst attempt, ruuuiug at a moderate pace. During the Arst mile 
Foster took the lead ou the Arst turn and throughout the mile retained 
it, the two running nearly all of the mile nose and tail, and passing the 
stand in this positiou Time. 2:08. The second mile was a repetition 
of this, with the exception that the pace was mended, the mile beiug 
made In 1 :,‘.8. Foster tualutaiued the lead throughout, at no lime beiug 
more than a length aud a half ahead, aud uiosl of the time uot more 
thau a half a length. Ue passed under the wire at the end of the secoud 
mile a ueck and sUoulder ahead. The third mile was a repetition of the 
second, the time oelng 1 :54, and Foster still maiutuluiug the lead. It 
was noticeable that Foster maintained his advantage without special 
effort, and at the seventh half mile It was to be seen that Barbee was 
driving Kutherfurd for all the speed there was iu him. Around the fur 
turn aud down the homestretch he used every effort to get his horse iu 
the van, plying whip and spur freely, aud giving the peculiar rolling 
lift of the Buglisb Jockey ou the bridle to urge ou his Jaded steed, but 
every art aud endeavor was vain. Foeter bad speed aod strength and 
reserve, aud as soou a* Kutherfurd’* head reached bis saddle he was 
called upon by his rider and glided away from his competitor, wiuuing 
the heat by Ave lengths, making the last mile in 8:03 and the heat iu 
7 -„> 8 , a very pretty heat, albeit somewhat slow. 

The absorbing topic at all the horse headquarters last evening ap¬ 
peared to be the action of tho Judges iu distancing Uockhocking aud 
Golden Gate. The opinion was unanimous that the Arst mentioned 
horse was st least 30 yards inside of the prescribed limits, and very few 
gainsaid tbe statement that Goldeo Gate was also handsomely within 
where the red Aag should have beeu dropped, it was also argued that 
the appointment of distance Judges from amongst the men who were 
directly interested, and to whom it was dollars in their pockets to have 
those horses shut out, was contrary to all custom, and was good grounds 
for the belief that their actions were governed by these mercenary cal¬ 
culations. From the talk it *eemed to be the general impression that 
the distance Judge either lost sight of the horses eutirely or determined 
to dispose of tbe third and fouitn money* In a manner that would ab¬ 
solve the club from the liability of paying them. It was also the gen¬ 
eral opinion that had Uockhoeklug staid iu the race the winner would 
have been forced to a much higher rate of speed to have got his best 
That, of course, is ooly surmise, but as he looked better than either 
Foster or Kutherfurd. end appeared to be much less distressed, the ar- 
guineut has logical grouuds for its base. Prominent horsemen who 
were at the distauce stand assert that Golden Gate and Uockhoeklug 
were certainly not distanced, and in that conuectlou hint that as all 
were distanced except Foster aud Kutherfurd, the third aud fourth 
■M 0 , amounting to fOjHJo, would revert to the association. The aig- 
' SSce of this latter remark cannot be overlooked.

Tbe duke ex¬ 
pressed In warm terms the value he set on the support given to him by 
this deputation, and added that, even In the Interest of the meeting 
Itself, the reduction of the four days to the three would be an advan¬ 
tage. It appeared. In the course of the remarks made on this occasion, 
that the transference of tbe races to a new course at some considerable 
distance from the city Is not altogether Improbable.—London Tints, 
Fib.

Selection of Stock Dogs. 

BT ARNOLD BDROB8. 

In order to breed intelligently. It Is necessary for the breeder to study 
the law* which govern tbe transmission of qualities from parent to off¬ 
spring, to understand from whence the stronge-t influences are derived 
and thus know how to counteract or breed out defects aud through pro¬ 
gressive stages develop an improved aud perfected race. Very few 
men, even of those who have haa considerable experience in brooding 
seem to appreciate the extreme importance of careful selection In their 
stack dogs; and hence out of all the breeds before the public to-day 
but few have attained to any eminence, at least some few have shown 
au indisputable superiority over all others. 

There ia no luck In the continued success of any breed, an occasional 
victory may be landed by a fluke, or an Individual may even be succesa- 
rul time aud .gain, but when repeated triumphs are wou by different In¬ 
dividuals and successive generations, it becomes evident that the real 
prixe winning quality is present and kept up by tho care and kuowledge 
or the breeder. It has been a loo common error of English sportsmen 
to suppose because a dog shows exceptional qualities his get will In¬

The Irish Setter. 

Bills Fonts, Va., Feb. 17. 

Editor Field;— 8everal letters have appeared in yours and other 
journals on the recent Importations of Irish blood, either to keop pure 
or cross with oar best native setters. The necessity of this fresh In¬ 
fusion Is a fact patent to all sportsmen, except those that have the ad¬ 
vantage of writing up their kennels editorially and flooding the coun¬ 
try with weeds, and who hold to the idea that a cross bred or any bred 
dog is equal to the choice of the pure breed, providing the name is well 
advurlised for nothing. 

i The object of this letter la to call the attention of breeders and sports¬ 
men to the Irish setter and the late fresh arrivals, as moat of these dogs 
have been chosen with care and judgment. The only recognized colors 
of to-day at a show are red, and red and white, and once in a great 
while a black-all Jet black. If the animal be of incomparable beauty. 
There are many varieties of the color red, such as mahogany, blood, 
deep and even chestnut; and frequently you will find the Irish dog red 
with white points, whose father and mother have been a bright bay, 
that the progeny will almost touch on the orange color, bnt in a show 
this exceedingly light red salmon color would stand no chance with 
the all dark red dog or red with white points. If breeders do not faucy 
this dark orange color let them choose a deeper color for the sire and 
dam.

To be sure bo hae the best 
and certainly the eaalesl opportunity of showing hie nose to advantage, 
as snipe are seldom shot except In the spring aud fall on a coot day. 
with more or less wind; vet he has this advantage, yon seldom see an 
Irish dog a potterer, or with his nose ginning the ground. He will, li 
possible, take tbe scent breast high, what a grand sight It is to sew a 
floe animal rushing over ao immense snipe meadow at a racing pate, 
and coming to a point 1 

To sum op for the breeder breed pure for himself, whether it be Irish, 
Gordon or English; occasionally he can take a "flyer," bnt he will be 
sorry for IL For tbe sportsman, let him breed the beet animal he has to- 
any of these claseee that suit his fancy, taking the reputation of thji 
breeder and his kennel ao his guarantee. 

When the progeny arrive to good time let him use discretion, choose 
two of the puppies, give none away, as his reputation wtll be almost sure 
to suffer by a friend again breeding them to something, and draw or 
shoot the rest. Sportsmen should not be breeders, but breeders should 
always be sportsmen. 

It might not be oat of place to finish this letter by giving the points 
In judging and general description of tbe Irish setter, as giving by 
"Caraciacns" in the London Fanciers' Gazette, sent to me by him per- 
sonally.

Since the white heat of the “Red and Blue" controversy has 
been cooled by honorable amendee, and light has been preferred to 
over-warmth, let concussion wane before discussion, and may sa¬ 
ble night pin her oblivious curtain overall acerbity, leaving vis 
ihle onlv her silvery stellar diadems. In the altitudes of reason* 
ing and feeling we should meet fraternally on that exalted plane 
where the greatest amount of light evolves no heat whatever— 
fustitia Hat aut c&lum ruit. Among sportsmen the pool of Adelphos 
should have more depth and serenitv and less stir than recently 
has wrinkled its placidity; for acrid cut-and-thrusts Are dead sea 
apples to us and to all inditers and perusers. Inviting and extend¬ 
ing this spirit, we cordially hope to see hundreds of keen, true, 
sportsmen and their trained dogs here on Nov. 15th, particinating 
in our annual field trials, which occur during the golden Indian 
summer days, when we shall have had frosts and rains to make 
the scent, cover and water all that could be desired, and at the 
season when grain keeps the virgin coveys in the open, best for 
man and dog. From the liberal supply of brood-quail already pro¬ 
cured, and the favorable and protected fields where the Memphis 
trials will be taoldcn, we shall spread no Barmecides' feast before 
visitihg men and dogs, hut every opportunity will l»e affbrded for 
ranging and handling the dogs in constant sight of all; and the 
game is liard-lving, almost universal quail, the familiar bob.white. 
This favorite bint being cosmopolitan, almost every sporting dog 
has some practice in his pursuit, being found from Canada to the 
Gulf, and it Is a far moro uniform test to hold trials on this brown 
beauty, who allows dogs lo approach close, than it would be to 
trv quail dogs on niffea or on pinnated grouse that would take 
wing before pointed by the closer-drawing southern dog, his staple 
game Wing harder and oloser to tne point. Just here it seems 
palpable tne imported field trial contestants would have a good 
chance to win, ns their hunting wilder game East should cause 
thorn to make fewer flushes here, and hence more staunch 
points. The field trial winners "Rock" and “Plunket," should be 
run here to burnish and renew their honors, and meet the truly 
royal, kiugly "Rufus" on tbe stubble. We certainly are not con¬ 
tent to see the costly sires of supposed nuperlative strains rest¬ 
ing on their pedigreed honors, and declining tho broad a^res 
dotted with quail, and not caring nor daring to risk their repu¬ 
tations and workmanship against our native nobles It is lm- 
Isontible that the organs should not be diseased in the least, ami 
yet the scent of the dog l»e impaired hy a sea voyage or bv im¬ 
portation. Have we not the recorded word of Mr. Qntmby, of 
Morristown, N. J., that imported "Pride of the Border" has a 
good and delicate nose? Have we not America's best authority 
on dogs, 'Arnold Burges' word, that Imp. "Queen Mai/' and ruby- 
coated "Rufus* are sensitive in nose as a maiden Is in virlao? 
That excellent and most Judgmatical sportsman. Mr. A. Mason, 
of Nashville, Tenn., has lately written me that "Otttf* and "Rap," 
the Priam and Nestor of field dogs, founders of the kennel of 
that beloved fathor of Tennessoo sportsmen, Geo. W. Campbell,

it is always worth the trainers trouble to take extra care, exhibit great 
firmness and at the same time affection towards them. That as a class 
their nose is undeniably excellent is conceded by all; that their ranging 
powers and endarance are perhaps the beet of all breeds, that they are 
handsome and symmetrical no one will deny, and that they would rnn 
very close Indeed all other classes at a show In an "open champion class 
for all" is apparent. 

In training and working preparatory to a field trial, they require the 
patience of Job and firmness of a Sheridan to withstand their Indomit¬ 
able obstinacy, but when they are broken every nerve seems to be 
stretched at Its almost tension, every action is so marvelously energetic 
and prompt that they gain many friends—as for example—Plunket, 
Music, Vivid, Rufus. Bess, Dash, Duke, and other thoroughbreds. 

One might say that the Irish setters bsve scarcely anything objec¬ 
tionable In their composition*, bat unfortunately as a general role 
they are willfully headstrong, have very little affection, (the bitch will 
always show more attention than the dog), and are the least compan¬ 
ionable of all breeds. They are more adapted to the Southern States, 
aa most of the planters living out of Urge cities, shoot quail on horse¬ 
back. which of neceesity If the dog baa any staunchness at all. must 
make blm steadier on the point; as for Instance: a gentleman Is riding 
through wheat stubble, corn or cotton fields grown up In the Ute fall 
with grass as tbe case might be, the dog having come to a aland at some 
distance from him. he dismounts, hitches his hone, walks leisurely up 
to the dog and flushes the bevy. Now all this takes some time, as the 
dog being on a point, snd remaining so. would of course teach him to 
be steady, and a sportsman will mark down the single points, and so 
look after the scattered birds, which in my opinion is the acme of field 
•booting, although s poor shot. Tbe rider mounts again, sends his dog 
off at a rattling pace, and so on. All that Is required here In the nnl- 
mal. (In the Sooth I ness, generally ijwsUni at present.) Is simply s 
good nos*. I sm asked every day. will Be stand? as that Is all w« want; 
w* earn not for yonr fancy breaking, as we ride when we snoot, and ex 
pect a dog to cover an Immense space of ground rapidly. This Is tbe 
breed, which. If not tainted on Introdnctlon. In a abort time will un¬ 
doubtedly supersede all other claaaes of setters among tho country peo¬ 
ple of thefgreat Southern States. 

The roost suitable breed of setter for the generality of sportsmen 
throughout the Union, with the exception of breeder* and tboee who 
have a fancy aa I have, le the amalgamation of tbe Irish, with the Eng¬ 
lish or nonlon. Thev are easier to work, are more docile, companion¬ 
able and tractable, and give more satisfaction to the breeder and par- 
chaser. It having been generally shown that the mating of these stralne 
or classes have been more snccesefnl In the field than the pare Irish 
dag. Why Is this? Is It the fault of the dog? I think not on the whole. 
?n most cases It Is the want of patience and extrema eeverity on the 
part of the brekker, forge ting the motto: 

"If at flrat you don't succeed, try, try, try again.” 

Another fanlt I have almost Invariably sean la the field when the 
owner 1, correcting his dog for some previous error, lo, be never tells 
the animal why hew chastising him. If a dog oommlta a fault, as we 
all do occasionally, let lha animal understand distinctly what yon are 
beating him for, bnt do It as seldom as,possible. As aa example, tho

Flah Topics. 

The Smithsonian Institution, under the lead of Pro¬ 
fessor Baird, is making the most active preparations look¬ 
ing to the formation of the finest collection of fish and 
all the preparations of fish, ever yet brought together, 
for exhibition at the Centennial. It is proposed to show 
in extensive refrigerators every specimen of edible fish, 
which is caught either in the lakes, or on the Atlantic ana 
Pacific coasts. This fish collection will be unique in char¬ 
acter, not only in its scientific sense, but commercially. 
The Smithsonian Institution, dissatisfied with the older 
methods of presenting the varieties of ictbyological spec¬ 
imens, which consisted in stuffing fish, rarely con¬ 
veying a Just conception of form, ana never any of color, 
conceived, through Professor Baird, the idea of making 
casts in plaster, taking the actual casts as models. 

Id this way.the absolute contour of the form is ob¬ 
tained. These casts are afterwards colored, the artist fol¬ 
lowing the precise lines of the fish. This collection of casts 
now amounts to some 400, all of which will be placed on 
exhibition at the Centennial. Of course the many excellent 
varieties of fish caught in the Great Lakes will be exhibited, 
and we are requested by M. Eugene G. Blackford, of New 
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us never saw before. Such substantial evidence 
convince the most skeptical, but we have in our midst a few 
who hold that artificial propagation of fish is a failure.

talented, practic'd and instructive of authors upon Ameri¬ 
can game and field snorts, has remained nnhonored by a 
suitable mortuary tribute, consequently, to repair this 
omission in reverence snd In gratitude, has been organ¬ 
ised the “Frank Forester Memorial Fund Association,” in 
<n whose behalf this appeal for financial a ; d and sympa- 
'hetic co-operation Is addressed to the frienda and ad¬ 
mirers of that distinguished and thoroughly national 
sportsman. 

The original intention of the Aseocistion had been the 
translation of the remains of Frank Forester to Green¬ 
wood Cemetery, and the erection over them of a durable 
monument. Obstacles hevnnd possibility of removal, and 
an assurance that prominent citizens of Newark, his 
burial place, will care for his grave at their own ex¬ 
pense, compel a partial deviation from the Association's 
first intentions, still without abandonment of its cardinal 
object. 

It is at present designed not only to perpetuate the 
memory of tbe talented and unfortunate author, but to 
contribute as aa a distinctive class of citizeaa towards 
commemoration of a memorable incident In onr Nation's 
“xlstence. Encouraged by a spontaneous expression of 
•■vmpathv from sportsmen, dwelling in every section of 
our common country, the Association has determined to 
-arry out its original purpose through creation of a Memo¬ 
rial Work of Art. worthy tbe genius of this Centennial 
rear of American Independence, to be located in the 
Central Park of New York City, there permanently to re¬ 
main an enduring monument of tbe patriotism, artistic 
’aste. liberality, and gratitude of the sportsmen of Amer¬ 
ica fraternally united. 

The Central Park is undeniably the most appropriate 
olBce wherein could be placed a memorial tribute, or 
trophy of sporting implements and objects, executed in 
bronze and granite by a sculptor of adequate ability in 
that atyle of art, rendering his word effective and worthy 
'he admiration of a true sportsman, to insure permanency 
of the structure for universal exposition. The proposed 
memorial, unique, imposing, characteristic, and representa¬ 
tive of the fine taste, morel culture, social position and in¬

Confidence that the work can be accomplished, is guar¬ 
anteed through precedents furnished by the Central Park 
alone. Therein Americans have placed memorials to 
Morse and Filz-Greene Halleck, Germans to Humboldt and 
Schiller, Caledonians to Sir Walter Scott, while tbe ladies 
of New York have in preparation massive testimonials in 
memory of Washington Irving and other local celebritiee. 
It is unfair to presume that the fraternity of American 
sportsmen can fail to equal, if not outvie, the liberality of 
isolated literary clubs, particularly when it is designed to 
perpetuate to the world at large, the memory of the most 
eminent sportsman of this, or of any other, age or clime.

THE IRISH 8 ETTER. 


Unquestionably the Irish setter, particularly the deep red, 
has been and is ever likely to be popular with a large por¬ 
tion of American sportsmen; and deservedly so, since its fine 
field qualities and tbe rich color of those up to the standard, 
make it the peer of any other strain of the setter, both in 
the field and on the Bhow bench. 

Even those whose fancies lead them to liefer other straini 
are ready to accord to tbe Irish setter the prestige which it 
has. Therefore, anything which concerns it is interesting 
to every sportsman, but especially to its ardent admirers. 
Consequently few, if any, are willing that its identity and 
peculiar characteristics should be obliterated by confusion 
with those of other strains, as was intended by a contempor¬ 
ary in the statement that “Irish setters are pure of all col¬ 
ors.” An announcement so startling and contrary to all ac¬ 
cepted rules by the best authorities on the Irish dog, and so 
at variance with the absolute facts naturally evoked dissent 
from those who are not willing to have erroneous ideas dis¬ 
seminated, and ignorance inculcated where knowledge 
ihould be. For this reason we notice it, whereas we should 
otherwise have given it but little attention. 

This question of color, it is true, has lead to discussion on 
the other side of the ocean, but it was of an entirely differ¬ 
ent phase, since the points of disagreement were whether 
white was admissable in tbe pure red animal, and as to the 
dark shade or tiDge in the coat, tbe latter being however 
almost universally regarded aa an indication of a black, 
cross which we consider admits of but little doubt, and with 


us, as with others, is an objectionable feature in an ani¬ 
mal so marked. 


Our contemporary claims in support of this novel state¬ 
ment that Mr. Laverack asserts that Irish Setters are pure 
of all colors, whereas he says nothing of the sort. What 


he does Bay in bis book "The Setter" is; 

"It is the opinion of well-known breeders that the pur* 
trish Setter should be blood red in color, a mahogany color 
noae, and as I have before said without any lint of black io 
the coat and should never get or throw black puppies. My 
firm belief is, that no Irish Setter exists without throwing 
back occasionally to black. * * * * There is another 
color of Irish Setters, blood red and white, quite as pure, 
indeed Bume people maintain, of greater antiquity and 
purity of blood, than tbe blood red. Both the blood red 
and blood red and white will throw each color, evidently 
denoting they arc of the same strain. 8tella, (belong¬ 
ing to the two Misses Ledwidge of Beggar's-bueh, near 
Dublin) although blood red and white waa the dam of Mr. 
Dycer's celebrated blood red Setter 'Dan,' well known 
m bis day for his goodness. This dog was sire of Captain 
Hutchinson's ‘Bob.’’’ 


Of the black tinge in the coat, the same author aays: 

“Captain Cooper’s 'Stella,' a sister to his 'Ranger,' who 
obtained the first prize at Birmingham and Dublin, alio 
occasionally throws black puppies. * * * • Mr. Sbort- 
hose's Irish Setter ‘Bien,’ blood red wtih a ling* 
of black, who baa obtained upwards of forty prizes at ex¬ 
hibitions, gets a portion of black puppies." 

Stonehenge and Idstone, both recognized authorities em¬ 
phatically assert that the Irish dog to be pure must be red 
with more or less white. 

Captain John M. Taylor, a gentleman versed on the sub¬ 
ject, also bears testimony to the same in a communication 
which will be found in our kennel department. 

Old Calabar, another authority on doga, having been cited 
itf support of the variegated theory, because he had adver¬ 
tised chestnut-colored Irish setters, brings out that forcible 
writer and warm friend of the Iriah dog, “Nimrod,” who to 
effectually shatters the statement in the following pa™ 
graph that we quote it. "Yes," says he, " 'Old Calabar, 
has advertised chestnut-colored Irish setters; but what it 
chestnut but a rich ahade of red? Hut this shade of chest - 
out, as found in the Iriah setter, is not a liver color; neither 
ia it that of the chestnut grown dark and black by age, hut 
It is the brilliant rich red of the chestnut as found when >1 
comes with a gloss and a glow fresh from the burr. R J* 
this shade of red which is the perfection of color in th* 
Irish dog, and which, when tbe animal is in good condition, 
varies with every flush of light and shade, from tbe tinge ot 
rich red mahogany in its highly polished slate, to a hue of* 
golden red. Not that tho color really changes, but that «* 
sunlight give* the tinge of blood to a color which, in 1,1 c 
shadow, has a deeper, darker hue—a hue such aa one w*' 
in old mahogany burnished to a deep rich ochre tinge. 

Hutchinson's’Bob,' regarded aa a perfect type of 
Irish breed, Stonehenge says waa a red chestnut In color 
But he does not mean a liver color; neither doea he 
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such a color as we And upon our spaniels. but * rich red, 
the tip* of the heir looking u If 'dipped in port wine—a 

blood cod * 

There i* a great difference between a red cheetnut and a 
liver color. For instance, look at some of the spaniels 
which have the liver color In perfection, and then glance at 
the red chestnut of a thoroughbred racer, or at the hue of 
the chestnut itself, when new and fresh, and the difference 
is too marked to be mistaken." 

To which the following la the reply: 

"Now, our experience has convinced us that, sometimes 
when a black setter is crossed with a red, or red and white 
one, the pupa may come liver color, or liver and white, 
perhaps we should say eheitnut, or ehettnut and white, 
the latter is fashionable, you know. Perhaps some will say 
the black dogs are not Irish.” 

Our contemporary is evidently at Bea on the subject in 
hand, and has not a correct conception of the question at 
Issue, since the discussion is not how to breed to produce a 
color, but as to the invasion on the purity of an established 
color. Anyway, was the black dog an Irish setter! Are 
we to suppose that all black dogs are Irish? Perhaps the 
small peg Mr. Laverack affords for hanging on, by mention¬ 
ing the occasional birth of a black puppy, will be used us an 
Irish peg for all the black dogs in the country. 

But still more evident is this confusion of ideas on the 
subject by the reply to the ctoeing remarks of ‘•Nimrod,” 
that "there are many dogs bred in Ireland, which are of all 
classes, but the fact of their being born in Ireland does not 
make them Irish setters." 

"How long,” asks our contemporary, "does it take a dog 
to change his nationality? If there is no limit to this thing, 
will we ever have dogs which should be called American 
dogs, or must they to the end of time continue to be called 
English, Irish or Scotch?" 

The length of lime it may require to naturalize a dog was 
being discussed no more than the length of time it might re¬ 
quire to acclimate him. A strain of dogs kept pure never 
loses its identity, whether born here in America, Russia, 
Africa or any other country. The pure Irish dog is the Irish 
dog the world over. There are, perhaps, as many Irish dogs 
owned in England as in Ireland, and yet they are still Irish 
dogs, just the same as the scions of English Betters born in 
Ireland are English setters still, the birth-place of the strain 
not affecting its identity, and we are positive “there is no 
limit to this thing,” but it will last ad infinitum, 

THE FOUR MILE RACE IN CALIFORNIA. 

The mail reports of the late four-mile heat race at San 
Francisco have come to hand, and we give in the regular 
department a graphic description of the various incidents, 
extracted from the San Francisco Chronicle. That journal 
is remarkably outspoken in its condemnation of the whole 
conduct of the race by the Jockey Club officials, particularly 
on their action in distancing Hockhocking. The facts are not 
contradicted by the other San Francisco papers. All agree 
upon the fact that the programmes were inaccurate, the col¬ 
ors of the riders were all wrong, and the jockeys had to be 
called into the stand before the judges could render their 
decision. That the decision of the distance judges, Messrs. 

P. McGovern and John Martin, was erroneous, no proof be¬ 
yond general assertion has been adduced. 

Now it has been our experience that the losers always 
have some fault to And, and popular clamor is not always 
in accordance with facts. The distance stand in a four- 
mile heat race is a long way from the wire, aud few people 
have any occasion, much less deBire, to take up their posi¬ 
tion at that point, preferring to witness the more exciting 
portion of the race at the finish. No person in the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity of the judges stand can define with accuracy 
the position of horses a four-mile distance away. Added to 
this their attention is engrossed in viewing the struggle im¬ 
mediately before their eyes, and in the case of Foster and 
Rutherford it was of such an exciting nature that no one 
would have missed seeing it out to the last stride, before 
turning bis attention to the position of the third horse. The 
interval between the exact crossing of' the score and the time 
s person has bis vision directed towards the distance is suf¬ 
ficiently long to enable a horse full of running and Just out¬ 
side the flag when it falls, to get well inside the distance, and • 
this Interval of time and the speed of the horse during it is 
too often overlooked. It is advisable never to give credence 
to statements of this character, unless the proof is conclu¬ 
sive and beyond doubt, and in this case no evidence is pro¬ 
duced in support of the assertion. The many failures and 
disappointments to bring this widely-heralded race to a con¬ 
clusion, has, we think effectually pul a stop to future specu¬ 
lations of a similar nature, and it was neither more nor less 
than a speculation. The Pacific Jockey Club is composed of 
eight members only, and tbeir sole effort has been this an¬ 
nual four-mile heat race, the profit of which goes into their 
individual pockets. Large as the amount of the purse ap¬ 
parently is, $80,000, it should be borne in mind that eight 
horses paying ten per cent, entrance fee, leaves but a small 
amount to be put up by the club out of the receipts for ad¬ 
mission, refreshment saloons, pool privileges, etc. In the 
present case the Chronicle estimates the club managers net- 1 
ted some $80,000out of the days* venture. 

Mr. Mark Littell, tbe nominator of Foster, andCapt. Moore 1 
his trainer, are credited with winning quite a large stake out- ' 
•ideofhalf the entire purse, which was the winners division. 1 
After the misfortune which befell them with Wildidle, they 1 
showed considerable pluck in trying to recover the smiles of ' 
tha fickle goddess with a horse generally conceded to be an 
unlucky one at the beat, and whose service at the stud must I 
have militated against his racing powers. i

The team will doubtless be selected by actual con¬ 
test on the Creedmoor range nnd we believe those men who 
have regularly practiced on the range will stand a better 
chance of making high scores and of maintaining a high 
average. Of course the cream of the Western men will go 
East and have some time to practice on the range aud ac¬ 
quire most of its idiosyncrasies', but as they ure bound to 
lose some time in acquiring a knowledge of the place just 
so much will their average be lessened. W e should recom¬ 
mend those however who aspire to International fame to 
get as much practice on strange ranges as possible, so us to 
habituate themselves to a change.

There will be no entrance fee charged. 

The fourth annnal prise meeting or the National Rifle Association 
will begin Immediately after the conclusion of the matches.

The Snider Kifle. 

The conversion or tbs Eufleld into the trm known u the Snider mi 
effected by taking out the barrel and catting off two and a half Inches 
of the breech end. Including the "lump" into which the nipple was 
screwed in Its original state. The space thus obtained is filled up by 
the breech-loading action. By these changes the character of the arm 
was but little altered, and Its general appearance was rendered very 
workmanlike, particularly when compared with Continental models. 
The upper part of the breech opens and shuts like a trap-door, pushing 
back a thumb-piece, which turns it over to the lock side. To do this 
the gun must be placed at half-cock: the catridge Is then put Into the 
open end of the barrel, and the thumb-piece brought over, when the gun 
is cloeed. The recoil Is received on the breech generally, which Is 
solid when the breech Is closed. No arm can be adapted to military 
service which has a moveable barrel, any more than those guns with a 
"break-off," or where the recoil Is not received on a part of the barrel 
itself. In all breech-loading wekpons the cartridge Is the most Impor¬ 
tant feature. The cartridge for the Solder is of the following dimen¬ 
sions: Total length, with bullet, 2.460 inches; length of bullet, 1 inch; 
weight of bullet 480 grains; diameter, .573 inch. Weight of cartridge, 
consisting of powder, bullet, case, and cap. 700 gains. Enfield bullet, 
length 1.119 inch. The requirements of the service in the matter of 
cartridge* are very severe. They must be capable of the roughest 
usage, and incapable of explosiou, except at the right time. In the 
cartridge for the Snider gun there Is great strength; yet, in spite of this 
fact, the central-Are cartridges have been kept for many years only to 
look at, as the public would not purchase. Iu the United Service Insti¬ 
tution there is a central fire double gun which can be used as a percus¬ 
sion weapon with caps, if the special runs short, as might be the case, 
for iustance. in India. It was presented to the institution ss a specimen 
for reference infuture days and as a register of what was not required in 
dars gone bv. One thing seems very satisfactory about the practical ca¬ 
pability of the cart ridge adopted for the Hinder. Several were placed in a 
cartouche box loese, and this cartouche-box was kept in lively motion 
for oue calendar month. The cartridge* were much indented, a* there 
were not many in the box, aud showed symptoms of 
much punishment. Not being able to meet a foreign 

foe. they hud been pitching Into each other very freely, hut, 
fortunately, without any damage. Afterword* they were fired at the 
butt*, and did their duty a* thev ought to do. none missing fire, but all 
alike going off iu good style. The different arms iu the service—Long 
Eufleld. naval rifle, five-groove, aud the Eugiuevrn' rifle, with Lancaster- | 
bore —have all been experimentally converted upon this principle with j 
success. The Snider Enfield is cnpnble of being discharged fifteen 
times per minute. It* accuracy of Are is not much below that of Ihe 
he*t small-bore rifle; it is incalculably superior to that of the over 
praised needle-gnu. The Snider-Eutlc.ld. though it may be said to hove 
*een its day n* the service-weapon of the English Infantry, wa* un¬ 
doubtedly n good aud accurate gun, sufficiently *imole in its working, 
and capable of withstanding a very large amount of the rough usage of 
wur. The wcji|h>ii which ha* supplanted it -the Martini Henry— ha* 
stout opponent-' amongst expert*, who urge many defect* against it* 
employment in warfare. The Snider wa* first adopted iu our army iu 
consequence of a report of a special committee, published in I8t»4, 
recommending that (be whole British army should l>c furnished with 
hreech-loaders. A* au adaptation of the Euglish rifle, it was patented 
iu the year 1862, and wa* submitted to the consideration of the English 
government in the succeding year. After three years' delay it was ac¬ 
cepted a* the government weapon— that is to say, lu the year 1866. Sev 
eral person* have made au attempt to claim the invention. It would

X. P. Weston In • New Role. 

One of the most curious editorial Wanders we have come across of 
late Is to be found tn the London Field of Feb. 5. Mr. Dan. Thomas, 
the agent of Weston,<in advertising bis man got up a list of perform¬ 
ances embracing somfe twenty of his claimed records, distributed them 
to tbe sporting press, and they appeared In nearly all of the papers for 
the week ending Pehraary 5th. In publishing Ibis list the Loudon Field 
appends this most remarkable statement: 

“Weston Is evidently a long-distance pedestrian, and can hardly be 
termed a professional In the English sense of the word: since, we be¬ 
lieve he baa never staked any money for a match, and will not bet." 

If this sentence had been found In some country paper, the editor of 
which waa not conversant with the ralo governing amatenrs. the error 
might he excused, but when wo find an authority like tbe athletic editor 
of the Field getting off such an a**«>rtton, we can hardly believe our 
eyea. The definition of an amateur which Weston Is believed not to 
have broken, reads as follows; 

“Any person who has never competed In an open competition, or for 
public money, or for admlaalou money, or with profeaslonals fora prixe, 

f mbllc money or admission money; nor has ever at any period of hi* 
Ife. tanght or aaatsted In the pursuit of athletic exerclaea aa a means 
of livelihood, nor la a mechanic, artisan, or laborer." 

This deflnatiun wa take from “Modern Athletics “by II. F. Wilkin¬ 
son. and aa that gentleman la published aa “of The Field," and la. 
known M It* athletlc.editor/.we.do not break the rule of joumallatif

Daring the month of September, 1 H 68 , Weston entered and competed 
for a puree of $400. given by the Uenaaeluer Driving Dark Association, 
A ro ^j u Vr w? r * ® “He walk. Hie opponent* were the profceslonah 
1 Haydock. McCann, Jem Adams, Bendoo and others, and the ruce was 
won by Haydock. 

“Adiulasion money.” During the whole course of Weatou'a career 
admission money has been his mainstay, and it would be useless to re¬ 
capitulate all we know of; suffice It to suy, that at his last walk against 
0 $5,000 from this source alone. 

“Or with a professional for a prixe, public money or admission 
money. The first clause of this seitence he broke when he walked 
Goorg« Toploy alMyallc Park. Boaton, in June 1868. a match at 50 and 
100 rallea forfi.OOO, in which they both retired at 75 inllea and declared 
it a draw. The public and admission money parts of this clause are 
covered by the Rensselaer and Chicago walks. In addition to these per¬ 
formances, W eston walked either two or three matches against Cornu- 
Hus Paine, at Buffalo, at 100 miles each, and they were each advertised 
to be for a stake. And Dually, when overtures were made on behalf of 
O'Leary, in the spring of 1875, to walk a mutch from UK) to 500 miles, the 
w «»ton party, to “bluff” the Chicagoan off, atated their mun would not 
walk for less than $ 20 , 000 ! u side. 

The Field givea two reasons for not considering him a professional. 
The first (an erroneous one) that "he has never staked any money for a 
match." To this we reply that competing for a stake is only two out 
of the ten counts contained in the amateur definition, and that even 
If a man has never backed himself or been backed In a match, there are 
yet several other ordeals through which he must pass unscathedlbefore 
escaping the clutches of tbe professional charge. The second reason 
given is that Weston “will not bet," and this Is the moat egregious 
blunder on the part of onr contemporary. There is not a single word 
in the whole amateur law of England, written or unwritten, preventing 
a man betting, and his perfect right to do so is recognized throughout 
the w e j re worl< *'* n(l more especially in England. In 1872, 

we bad occasion to go into the amateur business pretty thoroughly In 
connection with the establishment of the amateor law for oarsmen, and 
to controvert the idea held by many that no betting should be allowed 
between amateurs, we explained the English law, and cited many In¬ 
stances of matches between amateurs where the amount of money bet 
waa publicly announced In the journals that upheld the competitors as 
amateurs. One of tbe moat Important of the matches teferred lo was taken 
from the London Field, and so large was the rumored amount at Issue 
between the principals to the match that that journal in its report 
stated that such being the caae. they were authorized to state that £ 2 U 0 
was the amount at issue. Daring the year 1872, from January 1 st to 
August 1st there was no less than 13 matches openly announced in The 
Field as “Important amateur match for £—. 

Bell's Life once informed a gentleman of an enquiring turn of mind 
In its “Answers to Correspondents” that he could compete for a tiu 
pepper box and any amount of money he likecl and still be an amateur 
The making the pepper box the stake, nullified the putting up of the 
money, which then technically became a bet and uot a stake.

EUROPEAN TRIP OF THE CANADIAN PLAYERS. 

For about a year the project of sending a team of amateur lacrosse 
players from Canada to Kuglaud has been in contemplation, snd last 
the final arrangements have so far approached completion as to warrant 
the statement that the trip will take place. One of the difficulties in the 
wav of the proposed visit was the dearth of players iu England against 
which the Canadian players could compete. During the past yenr 
however, the game has obtained some bold iu the mother country flic 
Thames Hare and Hounds Club and a Loudon Lacrosse Club having 
taken un the game, as well as a Caledonian Lacrosse club ut Glasgow 
Scotland. Even with these three clubs aud the off-chance of somt* old 
Canadians getting up some scratch teams, the programme of the games 
to be played would be a meugre one. To get over this difficulty, it has 
further been arranged to take over m team of ludinn player* from the 
Caughnawauga settlement of the Iroquois tribe, and the two teams can 
play together and exhibit the beauties of the Canadian national game 
at all the large citlea in the absence of local players. Formerly, the in 
dians were the champions at lacrosse; bat of late years the amateurs 
have held the palm aud the games between the Montreal, Toronto and 
Shamrock Clubs, for the championship, have elicited an amount of 
excitement and enthusiasm equalled by no other sport iu Canada. As 
yet, tbe final selection of the two leume has uot been made, but we will 
get the lists as soon as they are made up. 

I/)rd Dufferln, the Governor General of Canada, who always takes 
such a personal interest iu athletic sports and in which he Is so ably 
seconded by Lady Dufferin. has sent the following letter to the gen- 
tlemau who bus charge of the affair: 

“Montreal, Feb. 2, 1878.— Sir:-l have the honor, by desire of ilia 
Excellency the Earl of Dufferin. to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 25th ult., and in reply to inform yon that His Excellency is 
much pleased to hear there Is so good a chance of your accomplishing 
the projected visit to Europe this spring of the gentlemen and profes¬ 
sional (Indian) Lacrosse players, lfis Excellency is very glad to think 
that a game which is of Indian origin, and one so peculiarly character¬ 
istic of Canada, is to be played, as you propose. In different parts of 
the United Kingdom. Ills Excellency wishes every success for ihe ob¬ 
ject you have in view, Ac. I have the honor to he. sir. your obedient 
servant. K. G. P. Littleton. Governor General’s Secretary.” 

We are confident we cati bespeak for the Canadians a cordial recep¬ 
tion in the mother country, even If they don’t succeed in adding their 
beautiful game to those already established in Euglaml. 

An International Bicycle Match.— Some months ago a man named 
Messenger, of New York City, published a challenge in an eastern 
sporting paper that he and Prof. Win. McClellan would ride two byrlcie 
races ugalust Stanuton and Keen, the English Experts, bnt uo money 
was put up as a forfeit. The sole object of Messenger's challenge, was 
to attract a little attention to himself, having 9 hippodrome performance 
in view with W. E. Ilardiug. also of New York, to ride a Dycicle race 
for the “Championship of America” (as usual), and $500 a side, uot a 
cent of which money was put up. The use of Win. McClelluii s mum: 
was perfectly unauthorized, and wn* repudiated by that well-known 
professor of boxing. Indue course of time Staunton replied to Mes¬ 
senger's challenge, but us the latter had got all the use out of Ui chal¬ 
lenge thnt he coaid. he took no notice whatever of Staunton's reply. 
We slate these facta now because we find an announcement in Ihe New 
York Herald of Feh. 27th that “Duvld Staunton has accepted Messen¬ 
ger'# challenge, on the condition that he receives expenses for running 
the match at the Skating Rink. New York. The mutch Is 1,UC0 miles, 
for $600 a side aud the gate money.” 

Messenger ha* not the slightest pretension to he a bycicle rider of any 
ability compared with Staunton. Keen and other English riders, und Wu 
simply wish lo put them on their guurd und require KOEEUOgnr lo 
show the color of his money before he Is accorded too much gratuitous 
advertising.

Trot Krideh Rod.— Mr. John Krider, corner Second and 
Walnut streets, Philadelphia, a well-known sportsman, has 
invented a new rod,which by all those who have have used it 
is considered to be superior to any other rod in existence, 
and as such we reeommend it to our readers, it is made 
on the centre enamel split and glued bamboo prin¬ 
ciple. To get the enamel on the inside of each 
strip, and to form a centre some eight or nine strips 
are fltted together. Pitied in this way tne pieces can be 
properly rounded and linisbed without injuring the enamel, 
as the principal part is in the centre of the piece, differing 
from the old way of making split bamboo rods, which was 
by using four stripswith the enamel on tbe outside, which 
in rounding and fluishng, worked off a great portion of Ibu 
enamel.

But it is only vengeance deferred, for with the first return¬ 
ing genial rays of this, the vernal month, the ducks will 
rush on to their destruction on the Calumet, where the 
Knights of the trigger will be ready to receive them in the 
warmest manner possible. 

Quail and Quail Siiootino in Europe:— This bird, the 
quail proper, not our Bob-white or Virginia partridge, has 
generally been considered as a summer visitor to England; 
but recent observations have led to the opinion that it is to 
a certain extent a migratory bird, many of the species re¬ 
maining in England and Ireland throughout the year. 
Quail arrive from Africa in large numbers on the Islands of 
the Mediterranean and the Grecian Archipelago about April, 
and thence spread over Southern Europe, migrating as far 
north as Scandinavia and Russia. They arrive in Great 
Britain in May, und seem more partial lo the open country 
than to that which is enclosed. No individual or the gal¬ 
linaceous order is so widely distributed over the Old World 
as the common quail; it is abundant in North Africa, most 
parts of India, and there is reason to believe, China; while 
the whole of the southern portions of Siberia, and every 
country in Euiope, except those approximating to the polar 
cirele, are visited by it annually, or ndopted for a perman¬ 
ent abode. The males arrive in England before the females, 
and, betraying ibemselves by their thrice-repeated whistle, 
are frequently lured within reach of the fowler by tbe imi¬ 
tation of the female’s note on a quill pipe. Tbe flesh of the 
quail is very delicious eating.

Sober Thoughts From “Sober Sam ” 

Loganapokt, Inn.. Feb. 28th, 1B76. 

Three years ago the United Slates Fish Commissioners 
pul 30,od0 shad in ihe Eel river at this place. A few days 
ago five were taken out of this stream, one of them was 
18 inches long. There is no regular organized sportmans’ 
club in this city, which surprises me very much, as one 
hour's drive will take one lo good quail shooting, where a 
fair shot cun easily bag from JO lo 30 birds in a day. An 
hour's ride by rail will put one on hunting grounds that 
arefumouslortbeirgrou.se, duck, brandl, and goose shoot¬ 
ing which are visited by sportsmen from all over the coun¬ 
try; Dayton, Cincinnati, Pittsburgh, etc. A gentleman 
who ia employed at the passenger depot of the P. 0. & Si. 
L. R. R„ tells me that over 200 shooters and 800 dogs passed 
over his road alone last season en route for these grounds. 
Thirty minutes walk will bring one to the banks of a stream 
that affords excellent sport with the rod and line. In this 
beautiful fertile valley of the Wabash in the forks of the 
Ee) undWabash rivers, rests the thriving little bossier city 
of Logansport, with its four railroads, (counting the four di¬ 
visions of the Pan-handle as one), and a population of 
15,000, among which are a large number of sportsmen and 
good shots, who take pride in Keeping their fine dogs and 
guns; and who are also doing their full share of trap-shoot¬ 
ing. At five single rises each, at Kewana Park a few days 
ago, James Logan killed, 4; L Smith, 4; M. Anderson, 2; F 
Smith 3; and Doc. Messenger, the whole number. Considers 
ble interest appears to be manifested, generally speaking, 
in all branches of sport.

Matters at Streator. 

Stkkator, III., February 29. 

Editor Field :—For a town of about 8,000, Streator is the 
liveliest I have seen in a long time. The census 
takers, in their last trip round, saw fit to give her only 1,488, 
but he must have partaken of the hospitalities of the town, 
got tight, and skipped out without finishing his work. A 
stranger dropping off here, and taking a cruise round 
would Bay she had 5,000 at least, without counting a host of 
hard working and intelligent follows who are “digging dusty 
diamonds" down in the coal mines which abound here. She 
has tine stores, churches, schools and good society, and is 
rapidly increasing in population and wealth. The Chicago 
& Paducah Railroad has its northern terminus here; the Chi- 


Southwestern also goes through this promising little city. 
There arc three weekly papers here, all of which are con¬ 
ducted with ubility, and are in a thriving condition. 

I came down the Chicago & Alton road to Dwight, and 
on the way made inquiry as to the transportation of dogs on 
that line, having noticed an item in The Field in regard to 
Mr. Turner, of Grand Rapids, being charged $3 for the 
transportation of a dog recently from St. Louis to Chicago. 
In the baggage car 1 was shown, conspicuously posted, a 
large card of “Instructions to baggage-men." Section 10 
reads thus: 

“Dogs are subject to charges. You will collect on them 
when placed in your charge, at a rale not to exceed two dol¬ 
lars through, or three-fourths of one cent per mile local fare. 
Train baggage-men are allowed all collections on dogs." 

Mr. Turner complains that he was not treated in a re¬ 
spectful manner. I am told that Mr. E. Finley is the per¬ 
son who collected $2 of him, and all aver that he is a quiet, 
good-natured and respectful gentleman. 

At Dwight I met and was entertained by an old friend, 
Mr. John Stafford, of the McPherson House. It is a neat, 
comfortable hotel, and is conducted in the right kind of 
style, which makes travelers feel comfortable and at home. 
Here also I met several old friends of The Field; among 
them Messrs. W. H. Bradbury, Capt. Stevens, E. L. Good¬ 
ing, ,1. Strong and Geo. Newell. 

Arriving in Streator I found good quarters at the Streator 
House, kept by Mr. M. Johnson. Two days later, I left my 
baggage in my room, telling the clerk l was going to Ot¬ 
tawa with a friend, to return the next day, and would then 
occupy the room a couple of days longer;' but Johnson sus¬ 
pected I was a hard shell Baptist preacher, and thought my 
satchel was probably full of bricks and sawdust, and sent 
his boy down to the train after me, to collect my bill. The 
boys thought it a little sharp in Johnson, but a good joke on 
“Rattler." When I returned 1 found excellent quarters and 
good company at the Central Hotel, kept by W. H. Miner, 
Esq., and there 1 shall camp hereafter. 

There is some very good stock in Streator, but the condi¬ 
tion of the roads makes it impossible to give horses a show¬ 
ing. Hope to look them over when the roads will permit. 
Among the few I saw was the two-year-old colt Victor, a 
handsomely-developed bay; he is by Post Hambletonian, a 
son of Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, and was purchased a month 
ago of Gen. Withers, of Lexington, Ky., by his owner, 8. J. 
Dickernian, Esq. Victor's dam was Maggie Dunn, an in- 
bred mare to tne celebrated four-mile race horse, Grey 
Eagle, the sire of numerous trotters. Mr. Dickerman also 
owns several other horses, among them a handsome grey, 8 
years old, well bred and a good traveler, his dam being by 
old Grey Eagle. 

Mr. John Lomasney, an old thoroughbred himself, who 
has done some good work for Tub Field, has a splendid 
grey horse, the fastest in the place. To him your paper is 
indebted for many substantial courtesies, ami constant ef¬ 
forts to aid and assist me during my visit. Also to his son 
Charley, who will post your readers on base ball and other 
matters in the future. 

Mr. Charles Finlen, who has one of the largest billiard 
rooms here, is the owner of eight horses, among w hich i3 
Pat Finlen, a very handsome six-year-old chestnut sorrel 
said to trot in 2:35. Also Billy, a bay, that can trot in 2:50. 
Both these animals will be in training for the season of 1870. 
The Field is indebted to Mr. Lou. Stahl for efforts in its 
behalf. Lou. is Mr. Finlen’B factotum, nnd it it is said by 
all the boys, that “as a billiardist and a saloonist he stands 
peerless and alone." That sounds sort o’ good. 

Mr. Ezra Burton owns a good half-mile track, miles 
south-west of here, where horse-owners have had consider¬ 
able sport heretofore, and will have more hereafter. Mr. 
Burton is well known in this part of the State, and has sold 
a large number of horses in Chicago. He has on his farm 
some excellent stock, and one well-bred five-year-old that 
promises to make a low record on the track. 

There are some good dogs in this vicinity which I hope to 
see at some future time. The handsomest I have seen is a 
ict black, with fine, tightly-curled coat, a cress between 
Newfoundland and spaniel. He is a year old, a perfect 
beauty, and his owner, Mr. W. II. Moore, onght surely to 
have had him at the late Chicago bench show. Mr. Moore 
is a partner of Mr. A.Scouler, and they own a neat and tasty 
billiard room, This saloon, and those of Mr. Finlen and 
John Lomasney arc the three headquarter club-rooms of all 
home sporting men nnd strangers. 

Streator has one of the beat public balls in this section, 
the Oriental Hall, owned by Messrs. SohnB, Scbarfeubcrg & 
Wheeler, three of the most enterprising and public-spirited 
citizens. The hall is centrally located, and well patronized 
by theatrical and other troupes, as well as by lovers of home 
amusements. Washington’s birth-day was celebrated by 
the firemen of Streator in a ball, when they were joined by 
their friends from Ottawa, and 170 couples participated in a 
ioyful old time, tripping the light fantastic till almost day¬ 
light. The Streator fire company is composed of a body 
of stalwart follows that are hard to beat; and the Ottawa 
hoys give them credit for knowing only loo well how to 
entertain friends. Thougbthc temptation for a big spree 
was strong, they kept duly sober, and their efficient city 
marshal, James Foster, hadn't a thing to do in the way of 
preserving order. 

I have made only a flying visit to Ottawa, 16 miles north¬ 
east of here, and had only lime to meet and receive a wel¬ 
come from my old and esteemed friend Hon Washington 
Bushncll, formerly Attorney-General of this Slate. I can 
say unhesitatingly that Ottawa has the finest opera bouse, 
outside of Chicago, in the Blate. The entire outfit, audito¬ 
rium nnd stage, is very elegant, and no expense has been 
spared to matte it. perfoct in every point. The elegant Ma¬ 
sonic Hall adjoins it. This is used by Commandery No. 3, 
and the Chapter and Blue Lodges. A large and expensive 
organ is being erected now, and nothing Is wanted to make 
it attractive and complete in every respect. During my 
stay I was under the guardianship and care of Messrs. Cbas. 


H. Hook and Lou. Stahl, who know every one, and seemed 
to be determined that the representative of The Field 
should gel well acquainted and meet with friends of the pa¬ 
per everywhere. Hook Is Circuit Clerk. He urged a party 
by the name of Steele to go into partnership with him re¬ 
cently, but when the latter read the name of the firm in the 
agreement (Hook «fc Steele) he guvo a snort of indignation, 
and left town by first train. If that firm had gone into 
business in Ottawa, there would certainly have been busi¬ 
ness for the police. Truly, Rattler. 

The First Snipe. 

Editor Field: —On Thursday afternoon, the 17th inst., 
I drove down in my shooting wagon to the banks of the 
Cumberland, to see whether friend Snipe had been induced 
by the beautiful, warnt spring days we have had, to start on 
bis northern journey this season at an earlier dale thun 
usual. 

Bitting in the wagon, I sent my pointer Dash (who, by 
the way. is the image in marks and form of Ranger, your 
1st prize dog) over tne fence to see what could be found. 
At about two hundred yards from the road he came to a 
beautiful stand, with straightened tail and stiffened sinews, 
and 1 made Bcolopax No. 3, a sharp sprig of 12 Bummers, 
go over with his single barrel, Dexter, and see what DuBh 
meant by coming to a stand in a piece of ground as clean 
as a floor, where a musquito would find it hard to hide. 
When the dog came to a stand, some killdeer plover had 
tlown up about 40 yards distant, and I supposed that he 
was standing them. So thought Bcolopax No. 3 also, and 
he left the dog and followed the plover off a couple of 
hundred yards, and fired one shot at them. Ab the dog was 
as stiff as ever on his point, I beckoned the boy back, who 
returned to the dog, and as he approached him three snipe 
jumped up, not ten feet from the dog’s nose, one of which 
the twelve-year-old knocked over in Deauliful style, and it 
was retrieved by Dash. The other two birds dropped down 
a hundred yards off, and were pursued by the boy, and 
another bagged in two more shots, pretty good for his first 
snipe hunt. 

This is the best point I have ever had the pleasure of wit¬ 
nessing over snipe. The dog was standing full 10 minutes, 
and never moved, except once to turn his head to see 
whether I noticed that he had them all ready for me; nor 
did cither dog or birds move when the gun was fired so 
close at the killdeer plover. 

The snipe arrive here generally about the 25th or 28th of 
February, and are so wild that they seldom lie to the dog. 
Still a dog is very useful for retrieving from water and very 
wet places, and rf under good contiol will save the sports¬ 
man many a bag in the worst places, which must be tramped 
over by the man or dog. Only a few birds, however, have 
arrived as yet, but wc hope for a full supply before many 
days. Ducks are returning from the South in considerable 
numbers. If I wanted to 1 could tell some hard things about 
the performances of the boy and dog before mentioned, but 
I won’t give a nut for the unbelievers to crack.

The warm weather we have had lately has brought us a 
few stray snipe, but next month they will be here in force, 
and the war on them will open all along the line. Snipe 
hunting, as you must know, is a very moist proceeding, and 
if your rubber pants should have a hole in them you had 
better leave them at home. 

Washington is very lively at this season. Balls, parlies, 
receptions, Ac., are going every night, and society people 
hardly have time to rest. 

The National Theatre is occuptcd this week by the stock 
company in a Centennial piece, “The Spy,” but the houses 
are small. Haverly’s Minstrels are at the Opera House, and 
have good audiences. Theatre Comiquc has all the attrac¬ 
tions which a variety show generally possesses, and the 
house is crowded nightly.

The English Wild Rabbit. 

The rabbit in a natural state has the ears shorter than the 
bead, and the tail is not so long as the thigh. The general 
color in a slate of nature is yellowish-grey, with reddish on 
the neck and brown on the tail, with the throat and belly 
whitish. The ears are grey. There are four varieties of 
rabbits, differing somewhat in their characteristics and hab¬ 
its—namely, the warreners, parkers, hedgehogs and sweet¬ 
hearts. The first kid, as their name implies, are in the 
habit of making their homes or burrows in open grounds or 
warrens; the hedgehogs are found in thick hedgerows and 
wood covers In parts where the soil is not sufficiently sandy 
to be made a subterranean dwelling, and the coat of them 
is less furry than that of tbe others; the parkers live on the 
upland also, as in gentlemen's parks, pleasure grounds, 
and broad open grazing grounds, and breed in any conveni¬ 
ent spot, and, except to the eye of a professional warrener, 
are undistingulshable from the iaBt variety, Sweethearts 
are the tame varieties, and now multiplied into innumerable 
varieties of size, color, and character, from tbe olden to the 
lop-eared, and from the middle-sized to the monster of ten 
|H>unds weight. When only five or six months old rabbits 
are capable of breeding, their term of gestation being thirty 
or thirty-one days. If tbe dam docs not find a hole suited to 
her purpose previously to her bringing forth, she digs one, 
not In a straight line, but in a zigzag direction, enlarging 
tbs bottom of It every way, and nulling from her own body 
a quantity of hair, with which she makes a warm and com¬ 
fortable bed for her young. When she ventures abroad she 
covers up the hole very carefully, scarcely leaving any per¬ 
ceptible mark of it, and conceals her charge from the male, 
It Is said, lest he should devour them. Bhe continues these 
attentions for about a month, when the young are able to 


provide for themselves, TUe ordinary term of a rabbit' 
existence is from seven to ten yean. As rabbits csniJ 
articulate sounds, and are farmed into societies living 
ground, their method of giving an alarm is very peculiar 
when any danger threatens they thump the earth win, ’em,!

The English Foreign Meat Snpply. 

At the meeting of the Farmers' Club, held at London, 
Eng., on February 27th, a paper by Mr. James Howard no 
"Our Meat Supply,” was read, in which he referred as fol¬ 
lows to the foreign supplies, and bore very hard and equally 
erroneous on the quality of American beef. On the mutton 
question we must admit the inferiority of American to 
English production; 

“When Sir Robert Peel's tariff was introduced, throwing 
open our ports to foreign animals, po little conBternatioD 
was created in the minds of British farmers by the pro¬ 
posal. I well remember the dismay which the memorable 
tariff caused; the fears, however, turned out to be ground¬ 
less, for owing to the enormous growth of our trade and 
commerce, to the rapid increase and prosperity of Ihe pop¬ 
ulation, all the meat which we could produce at home, all 
the foreigner could spare us was wanted, and prices instead 
of receding, steadily advanced. I would take occasion here 
to remark upon what has recently been said by some of my 
political friends about British agriculturists seeking to re¬ 
store the principle of protection by hampering the trade in 
foreign cattle. 1 have no hesitation in saying that such ut¬ 
terances display ignorance, and are neither more nor lees 
than libels. The present race of agriculturists have ac¬ 
cepted the principles of free trade, and this as cheerfully as 
any other branch of the community; they desire nothing in 
the shape of protection or monopoly. Free imports of meat 
must not, however, be confounded with unchecked importa¬ 
tions of disease—what is demanded in respect of importa¬ 
tion of disease, I shall apeak of presently. In 1874 our im¬ 
ports of cattle and sheep were 943,115, in 1875 they rose to 
1,241,505, showing an increase upon the year of nearly 800,- 
000 animals. The value of imported animalB in 1875—de¬ 
ducting a falling off in swine, an insignificant matter—was 
£7,330,420, showing an increase over the previous year of 
more than £2,000,000. The importations in 1875 of dcnil 
meat, in the shape of bacon, IrauiB, and other meat, fresh, 
suited, or preserved, amounted to 3,431,542 cwts., which, 
taken at 60s. per cwt., giveB the total value as £10,21*4,020. 
Large as the figures I have quoted may appear, the supply 
of live animals from abroad bears but a small—a very small 
—proportion to the home production. In making a com¬ 
parison between home production and foreign supplies, It 
will be seen from the above statement that imported dead 
meat bears a much larger proportion than live animals. A 
very large addition to the importation of fresh meat may 
now be expected, for it appears that nature has at length 
yielded up her secret, how meiit may be kept fresh for an 
indefinite, at all events, a protracted, period. It has re¬ 
cently been announced that several consignments of fresh 
meat have already been received from America. The ves¬ 
sels bringing over the carcases are fitted, it appears, with 
rooms kept cool by currents of cold, dry air from a fan 
For my part I have great doubts about the quality. During 
my journeyings in America I never was fortunate enough to 
meet with either beef or mutton that was not only dry, hul 
comparatively tasteless." 

American Meat in tile London Market.—T here was 
another consignment of American meat in the market on 
Monday morning, the quantity being not less than seventy 
tons, which was sent up from Liverpool on Saturday night 
The beef is just as good in every respect as that previously 
reported on, and it is evident that the salesmen in the mar¬ 
ket arc finding the meat pay, for in some instances they arc 
careful to ticket the meal as “killed in America." The 
cargo included about seventy sheep, which were all right as 
to condition, and sold readily, but were scarcely fat enough 
for the English market. This fault the consignors say they 
will remedy in the next lot. It is reported from Liverpool 
that this trade in fresh meat from the United States is as¬ 
suming considerable proportions. All the steamers of the 
Guion line have now been arranged and adapted for this 
trade. Each has a room 40fl long, 28ft wide, anil 
high, at one side of which is an apartment containing fori)' 
tons of ice, and a blower worked by an engine, which keeps 
a constant stream of cold air passing over the meat.— L <m ' 
don Farmer. _

Give 1* pints castor oil and 8 drape of croton oil together, as a 
purgative, and If the teeth are set, introduce a piece of hose as large 
as convenient to use, then pump the drench down the throat by means 




calomel and tartar emetic, as far hack in the month as possible and 
allow the tongue to absorb or carry it back as Tar as possible; the mus¬ 
cles being BO rigid that It la Impossible to force It down the throat, then 
place the animal ihoronghly under Ihe Influence of chloroform with a 


place the animal Ihoronghly under the Influence of chloroform with a 
view to relax the muscles If possible, thereby giving the medicine a 
better chance to operate. As soon as the medicine Is administered 
and the animal wider the Influence of chloroform, apply tincture of 
cantharides along the spinal column, and nil the muscular parts of the 
animal. 


This treatment I believe Is the most effectual one I know, and has In 
some cases proven itself a cure. There is another treatment which I 
think will answer In some cases, where a veterinary surgeon cannot be 
found, but the former Is the most scientific remedy, but this second 
treatment consists In giving large doses of bromide of potash, such as an 
ounce to a dose, with an application of a strong tincture of capsicum 
to tbs spinal column and muscles, backnoklng, warm clysters of soap 
and water, and also Injections of castor oil and turpentine in a little 
gruel, previously giving a good physic to the animal by the same means 
as above slated. I have cured some cases arlth the Brat treatment but 
there Is always a certain amount of uncertainty In treating this'dis¬ 
ease; It le considered a very dangerous disease, and exhibits a picture 
of the most distressing character. The chloroform I think la the best 
and most reliable resort, and also has ths most prostrating Influences 
over the system and nerves, and In fact every organ of the animal at 
ths same time It Is attended with bad affect sometimes, especially if 
the animal la subject to carditis (psri-cardillsi, or In fact any disease uf 
the heart or irttnw, but this disease Is not common In horses si* 
though occaalooal cases present themselves. Thle should be decided 
by the veterinary in the onset. W. B. Wadamr,

auiTOB o-Hicaoo niLDt—Laryngitis Is commonly celled roaring or 
whistling, *nd is one of the most common disense* among well-bred 
home* of the present da j, and I* the existence of some mecEnnicnl Im 
pediment to the passage of the sir Into the longs, canting the animal to 
make a whistling noise, something resembling s person affected with the 
asthma. The exact nature of the sound has little or no practical bear¬ 
ing on the cause that produces It; that la to aajr. It cannot be predicated 
that roaring la produced by laryngitis, nor that whistling la the result of 
a palsy,of some particular muscle; hot undoubtedly It may be safely as¬ 
serted that all lesions of the larynx, by which the shape and area of It* 
optBlnfCrtaagglottldls) are altered and dmiinlshed are snre to have a 
prejudicial effect upon the wind, and either to produce roaring, whist- 
ijofa wheeling, or trumpeting. Which would result, ft might be 
dlflcult to sav, although the dtccJm condition of the lanrux were 
known, but which It cannot be during life. 

The symptoms of laryngitis cannot be easily mistaken hy an experi¬ 
enced veterinarian. They are as follows: ▲ very distinguisha¬ 
ble cough, and l>v placing the ear to the throat a rasping sound Is heard,

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dace* the sound above described; which, however, i» sometime* re¬ 
placed by e atridulous or hissing one; the cough is hoarse, consider¬ 
able fever, and laborious resplratiou, and repealed pulse of seventy or 

e> $be 7 treatment most be of the most active kind, or chronic laryn¬ 
gitis ensues, from whence conies that most abominable wheeziug and 
whistling, generally caused from the effusion of lymph into the submit- 
cuos cellular membrane; a good bleeding should be at once resorted to 
from the jugular vein, and alao repealed lu 24 hour*. If the breathing 
ta etlll hard and the pulae hard too, the hatr ahonld be shaved or cut 
off the throat and tincture of cantharldr* applied until a good blister la 
produced. Give Internally large dnee* of tarter emetic, calomel (Bn- 
gllah) and digltabla; but tbeae ahould be given by a veterinary aurgeoo. 
although the bleeding and blistering can bo done previous to the com¬ 
ing ofttae veUTlnary surgeon to save time and keep down the inflame 
tlou by reducing the qnantttj of blood. Gruel should be the only diet 
while the horse Is affected and the greatest care taken whou the auluial 
Is Improving, not to give him loo much food or exercise, especially fast 
exercise. F have cured numbers of cases by this treatment, and 
great care this disease requlrre. speedy action, and prompt attention 
from the first presentation. Follow this carefully and your horse will 
Invariably get well without any nflcr-affcCtlon, each as mentioned above.

W it at is (il.AMDKRSf—That most abominable and detestable of all 
diseases and also the most loathsome of all diseases. Is a chronic as 
well as contagious disease of the whole glanular system, involving the 
whole system with snch an amount of decay as to make the presence of 
the animal almost Intolerable. The symptoms are as follows: 1. The 
slight running of the nose having the appearance of an aqcons watery 
Until although somewhat of gelatinous character, gradual debility of 
the system and loss of strength. 2. More discharge, and of a dirtier 
color, and mixed with some blood and muenons occasionally; the ani¬ 
mal generally and gradually wasting away. S. The running becomes 
intense, and of a purulent character, the appearance of the discharge Is 
like so much glue rendered thin by heat, and after laying on the ground 
awhile assumes s dirty veilowtah color, and is always very offensive. 
The Inside membranes or the nose swell, to an enormous extent, large 
sores will break out on the body, and a dirty discharge will oote from 
them, making the animal have a filthy appearance; Anally the lungs are 
ulcerated and become perfectlyroltcn, and this alone hastens the death 
of the poor suffering brute. This disease Is sometimes mislakeu by 
amsleurs of the profession for IhAuenia, strangles, or chronic nasal 
catarrh, but the eye of a thorough veterlnanian will detect it In a mo¬ 
ment ; he will tell juat as quick as he sees the character of the dis¬ 
charge. and the general debility of the animal. The best remedy I 
know of when vonr veterinary surgeon has pronounced the case to be 
glanders. Is a good shot and a good guu, and bury the animal at once, 
and thereby prevent all risk of contagion, os It Is well known to be con¬ 
tagious, both to man and beast.

The managers of the ChV 
cago show strovs to reduce the number of Judgea, by giving to one eet 
aulmporfed English setters, another all lha Irish and e third the Gor- 
done; but they made the mistake of appointing other Jndgea for similar 
native claaaee; yet certainly men quallied to act upon ona class were 
fully as competent to decide upon Its counterpart, especially ee both 
native and Imported dogs were Judged by the earns scale of points, and 
there could bo no chance for rivalry, aa the two classes did not compete, 
but were kept entirely separate, each having its own prlxea. 

The secoud change which uiuat be made as soon as possible le, as we 
have said, the Jndgea themselves. They should not De exhibitors, or 
men who have any lute rest at stake, even In a different and remote data 
from that upon which they act. The prluclpal Is wrong as It really 
offers a premium upon favoritism, sluce there sre few men who can 
help looking with partial eyes upon a dog wboas owner will Judge their 
own In his turn. We heard one disappointed exhibitor aay, at Chicago, 
that a certain Judge gave a prise for the purpose of Axing things all 
right for himself. In this case, we fully believe the charge was un¬ 
merited ; but undeniably, shows will take a higher rank If oo conducted 
that the jndgea shall he removed from all suspicion by a positive lack 
of personal lutereat In the awards. 

The trouble, of conree. Is to get suitable men for Judgea, since with 
the growing Interest In shows, prominent sportsmen naturally desire to 
enter Ihefr dogs, and so. become tllsqnalided for the position. We ex¬ 
pect, however, to make bench shows permanent Institutions fur tbe 
bencAt of breeders at large, so that what Is for the interest of all, la cer¬ 
tainly for the Interest of each Individual, and If the advantage of non- 
exhlbltlng judges be once set fairly before the public, we believe that 
an association will Aud no difficulty In Induclug oue or more well-known 
gentlemen to forego exhibiting their doge and work for the general good 
as Judges. It Is simply a case of aiding or refnatng to aid m furthering 
the great sporting lutereat of the community, and few men will say no If 
their services are asked In this cause. We are fully aware that the po¬ 
sition Is a disagreeable one at best, and that when the number of judges 
Is reduced, each man will have more assailants. A Judge la bound to 
make enemies no matter how he awards; yet some one must dll the

erience of bench show* have been it ha* already 
taught u* two thing*. First, that a multiplicity of jadges is productive 
of great confusion, contradictory award*, and consequent dissatisfac- 
havlng different Judges for each claw is to inaure falrneua, and avoid 
tlon among the exhibitor*; and secondly, that judge* ahould 
be entirely outside partie* and not exhibitor* at the 
meeting where they act. Tbe object of the possibility of 
favor to any entry. Thl* l* really a reflection upon the 
integrity of the Judgea themeelvca, and though we do not believe 
that judgea any more than other men, are above prejudice or even un¬ 
due influence: we still think that there are plenty of gentlemen fully 
capable of acting in thla capacity, who woold allow neither friendship 
nor previous knowledge of the quality of a breed to control them In 
declaona.

We have beard it claimed that, aa the whole matter Is new to aa, a 
judge cannot help being Influenced in favor of «ny strain of dogs, whose 
excellence in the fleld he has thoroughly demonstrated, and especially 
will thla be the case if he happens to own some of the same stock, since 
then its success will be a practical gain to his own kenncL Apart 
from tbe fact, that such a prejudice Is unworthy of a sportsman, any one 
entertaining It, Is really Incompetent to act as a Judge through igno¬ 
rance of tbe real purpose of a show. To lodge in this way woula he 
to practically confound a show and a fleld trial, which in truth, have 
nothing in common,—aa tb*- former is » mere beauty exhibition, de¬ 
signed to encourage brooders to seek that combination of perfect form 
and great general refinement, which 1s expressed by the English show 
term ‘'quality.** Now a dog which may be a grand fleld performer 
may lack in ibis, and hence, for auy judge to abut hi* eyes to the 
beauty of oue dog, because another not his equal in show, is a good 
fleider, would be to utterly nullify the utility or the exhibition and ren¬ 
der it abortive and silly. So absolute is ibe difference between shows 
and fleld trials, that It la the duty of a show judge to give the prise to a 
dog he kuowa to be gnu-shy a«.d worthless, rather than to n crack per¬ 
former, provided the former la superior to the latter when judged by 
show rules. 

If no two men see thing* alike, how can It be expected that Judges of 
different classes In which the same dogs are entered will make consist¬ 
ent awards? Memphis famished an example that they do not, for a dog 
which was not awarded any price In his own class by one sot of judges, 
was given tbe champion cup over all competitors when Judged by dif¬ 
ferent gentlemen. Now. It must be evident that there was faulty Judg¬ 
ment somewhere, but tbe trouble lu such case* doe* not stop with tbe 
award, for a breeder seeking from tbe prise list Information to decide 
him where to send hi* bitch. And* himself confronted with a point 
blank contradiction, that leaves him In doubt as to which dog is really 
the better. Such clashing must be avoided If shows are to be of any 
uae to aa, The awards at each exhibition must be emphatic, and 
stripped of all contradiction, if they are to be reliable guide*, reliable 
of conferring any positive rank upon tbe winner*. No real Improve

Adams, Boston, having been imported by him in 1874 from tbe kenuel 
of Mr. R. Li. Purcell Llewellln, Ashby-de-la-Zoucbe, England, in whelp 
to Mr. Llewcliin'a “Prince." * l Duke " one of the winners of the last 
Memphis fleld trial, was one of this litter. Shu was afterwards bred to 
“Pride of the Border." “Dora" Is black, white and ticked, and is a 
large framed, powerful bitch, her dimensions being, from eye to nose, 
4 Inches; length of head, U Inches; nose to root of tail, 88 Inches; tall, 
15'/4 Inches: girth around chest, inches; spread of ears, 18H in¬ 
ches; height at shoulder, 44 inches; weight, 80 lbs. She is the dam of 
Smith's “Dart," the mother of “Paris’ r and also of Delano's "Doll." 
and the fleld trial winner "Druid." “Dora" waa whelped In 1888, and 
is own sister to Mr. Llewellln's black, white and tan setter “Dan," win¬ 
ner of the first in the all-aged dog stakes; first, with his brother “Dick," 
in the braces and champion cup. beating all other winners of first prises 
in 1871 and previous years at toe National Field Trials, Shrewabtry, 
1811. “Dan'* is sire of “Leda," winner of first in the Shrewsbury 
stakes at the Nationsl Field Trials, 1874, and first at the Crystal Palace 
dog show, 1874; also, first North Wales dog show, 1878, besides which 
“Dan" is sire of “Laura," “(Jinx." “Rhoda," Racket," “Leicester," 
winners at trials and shows, all out of Arst two litter* by him. 

From this, as from her pedigree, it will be seen Dora has some of the 
best setter blood in her veins, she being by Mr. Barclay Field's Duke, 
winner of many stakes at HUfford aud other fleld trials, and acknowl¬ 
edged the best setter of his day out of Mr. Statter* celebrated founder 
of field trial winners, U hoe be, dam of Dan, Dick. Bruce, Roby, Rob 
Roy and Rake, and grandam of Leda, Daisy.

The Waterloo Coursing Meeting.

It la worthy of notice, that, eut of the sixteen doge left in on Wednes¬ 
day night, nine started at the remunerative figure of 1000 to Iff—tlx out 
that number were at 100 to 1- and, out of the seven, four were quoted 
at 80 to I, proving what a disastrous day It waa for the favorites. The 
flmt course ran by BlrkdLale made him many friends, as he went well 
with his hare, and lost no ground at the drains. His second «pln with 
cigarette was very different, for he bungled at the first ditch. It was 



fresh hare. The Squatter made a host of friends; the man¬ 
ner he ran away from Handel was a caution, and beating Happy Homo 
In the style he did caused dim to be backed freely to win the event. 

On the second day the first crowdjn the Cup very nearly saw Donald 
defeated through a fall; and perhaps It would have been well for the 
favorite's backers had it been so. Honeymoon's conrse I was well 
placed for seeing, being in the meadow the opposite side to the 
crowd. Although she led and won easily enough, nor performance wm 
for from being first-class, aa she went wide at the second turu, situ, 
once in the course, took a good side look at her hare.

One of the first objects to obtain. If poealble, Is perfection of form, 

bent adapted for speed, nose and endurance. 

Tbo next, and which I consider paramount, or of as mnch Importance 
m physical form. Is an Innate jiroulsposltlon to hunt, and point natnral- 
lv fti search of game, and without which Innate properties mere beauty 
of color and perfection of external form (however desirable) are but 
Ht* 4 'onday considerations to practical sportsmen, and simply valueless. 

After navlng obtained these essential requisites, another most Im¬ 
portant thing Is to select a bitch with a strong, robust, healthy consti¬ 
tution regardless of color, though If you can get It so much the better. 

The dog must possess the same proclivities. The object In selecting 
males and females of strong and vigorous constitutions is, that no mat¬ 
ter how good the breed may lie. still you cannot expect healthy progeny 
from weakly parents, as according to our most celebrated naturalists 
jjuflfon and Cuvier, “like begets like,*’ not externally hat Internally and 
mentally. 

The female is first to be selected. 1 like a long, well made, roomy, 
finely-formed, and Intelligent bitch, not lass than two, and not exceed¬ 
ing eight years of age; the dog the same. 

f should never breed from a Ditch until she had attained her maturity. 
What is meant by purity of blood, is breeding from ancestry of known 
nod tested goodness, which is only discoverable by having actually 
worked (hum yourself, or seen them worked, thereby enabling you to 
judge of the natural dispositions, capabilities, sugacity, aud adaptabil¬ 
ity ror finding game. 

A great deal 1ms been said about In-breeding; many hardly under¬ 
stand what is meant by It, or what In-breeding is. 

My dogs are more inter crossed, aud inter bred, than directly bred in 
audIn. 

There are several secrets connected with my system of inter crossing 
that i do uot think advisable to give to the public at preseut. 1 can 
only say better constitutions, better feeders, and hardier animals than 
1 have, do not exist. 

it must not be supposed I am prejudiced and obstinate in my system 
of breeding. I have tried crossing, or letting my blood loose ten or a 
dozen times, but the result has always been unsatisfactory; therefore 1 
slick to inter-crossing with my own strain, aa I have ever found it an¬ 
swer best. 

I believe every noted breeder, whether of racehorses, homed cattle, 
shesp. nigs, or poultry, will admit that they are indebted to purity 
of blood for the class of animals they possess. On thla point I am 
bigoted. 

There appears to be a law In nature we do not understand. How Is it 
buffaloes on the prairies of North America, and the herds of wild ani¬ 
mals in the South of Africa, in fact everything in creation, birds, 
lien-ts, insects, ilabea, reptiles, etc., continue to reproduce their own 
species, with unerring and marked characteristics, without ever cross- 

This law of nature has induced me to follow It, and to intercross or 
In-breed with my own strain. 

Every hreedcr who has attained superiority over others in any class 
of animals knows well if they get a strain of Impure blood in tbelr 
breed how difficult it is to eradicate it. This taint will come out, 
(hough It may have lain dormant for years, and through many gen¬ 
erations. 

There Is no better test of a pure breed of setters than a pefecl uni¬ 
formity of race, that ia in color, form, coat, and never throwing back to 
Mime other color and form unknown to the breeder. 

This uniformity or certainty of back ancestry, known to be good, can 
only be obtained by purity of race. 

Crossing, or cross-nred animals, will never produce, to a certainty, 
uniformity of race. As 1 before stated, 1 have tried the crossing ay* 
tem repeatedly, but the result baa always been a failure. 

II is true the first cross you obtain may be very haudsoine. and very 
good, but these scarcely ever reproduce others possessing their own 
good qualities. 

On the other hand, a pure breed will luvariably transfer their good¬ 
ness. and all will bo similar In form and goodueas. Of course, like 
oilier animals, some will be more beautiful and perfect than others* 
hut this certainly will uever be obtained by breealng from cross-bred 
parents. 

Ah many gentlemen have sent bitches to my dogs, may I ask If their 
produce has been improved or not? 


dace purity out of an Impure or cross-bred female. It Is true a pure¬ 
bred sire will improve the progeny of an Impure or cross-bred female; 
hut lo make perfect the breed, the Issue should be bred In again, or up 
to the pure bred sire. 


After having selected suitable parents, the next thing to be attended 
to l* the bitch coining into “season" or “heat." This Is first discover¬ 
able hy a slight enlargement of the teats; a few days after this the 
parts begin to swell, and discharge or bleed, which It generally does for 
nine days; and she remains nine days In season. Bat they vary accord¬ 
ing to age. Home youug bitches go out of heat quicker than old ones; 
therefore the.e is no positive rule. Some remain in season longer than 


bitch being too fat. She should be rather lean to insure fruitfulness, 
neither should the dog be too gross. All breeders of any species of 
animal know from experience the necessity of having the females rather 
thin than otherwise. 

Some maiden bitches are exceedingly fastidious, refusing to allow the 
«H r to have union, thus causing great trouble and annoyance. In this 
slate there is only one mode to be adopted—the bitch must be held, and 
ravished. I have had a number of bitches in this state, and have been 
obliged to act lu this way. 

Many have an idea that a bitch so held could not conceive and have 
puppies, which is an error. I have had scores of puppies from bitches 
so treated. Aged bitches are comparatively little trouble.

Another Idea some have is that a dog cannot get a bl^h In whelp un- 
he Is locked.

The first two or three days after pupping, give the bitch nothing but 
a little gruel made of oatmeal (well boiled) and milk, or sbeepAiead 
broth with oatmeal; no solid food. It Is of great Importance always lo 
have the oatmeal well cooked; which shouldne boiled for an hour and 
a half or two hours, and not boiled too fast. 

The number of puppies to be kept on the mother depends In a great 
measure upon the constitution of ths bitch, and how she is fed. Six Is 
sn abundance for any bitch to snckle; the remainder should be put to a 
foster-mother. Where a valuable litter of puppies Is expected. It la 
always well to have a foster-mother In readiness. The bitch may die 
in, or after popping. Ac.; there are many contingencies the breeder 
mast be nrepared for. 

When throe weeks old. It Is as well to commence giving them a little 
milk, sweetened with sugar, twice a day. to teach them to lap; this they 
will soou do. 

Wash them at this age weekly with warm water aud soft soap, with 
about a tablcspoonful of carbolic acid in It, in order to destroy the lice 
all puppies are subject to. When weanod. continue to wash weekly, to 
prevent vermin accumulating. 

At a month or five weeks old, wean the puppies; at any rate do so at 
six weeks, unless there Is a weakly one. In which case It may be left a 
little longer. 

After the puppies are six or eight weeks old, the bitch. If she can get 
access to them, will feed them by vomiting her food at intervals; this is 
a common occurrence. « 

I will relate a carious instance of a bitch suckling popples not her 
own. 

I had two bitches, slater,. One waa put to the dog, the other not. 
When the bitch that bad been warded pupped, and the young onea were 
four or live daya old, the other bitch fought the mother off, and suckled 
them herself. 

It la well known that all bitches have a certain quantity of milk, 
whether In pop or not. I took the real mother and gave her her pnp- 

K lea again, allowing the other bitch to remain with her alater; when 
oth laid amicably together' suckling the young onea: nor did they rail 
out again. 

Another curious circumstance occurred with a bitch of mine. She 
came Into season, hut waa kept from the dog. A month afterwards 
she came Into season again. 1 look upon this as a very uncommon oc¬ 
currence. 

Puppies should be fed three or four times a day up to three months 
old—little and often. Give them food easy of digestion, such as milk 
and bread-crumbs, milk and oatmeal, sheep’s-head broth, nod so on 
Warmth and dryness, with good feed, are the great preventives of 
distemper, for which I am certain In my own mind there is no known 
enru. I will give two remarkable Instances of distemper. 

Brace. Lord Lovat's keeper, related to me the following cases of re¬ 
covery from distemper. 

A youngdog had Seen paralysed In hla limbs for upwards of three 
months. lie ordered an under-keeper to take and "throw him Into the 
river" close by. ThiB the man did. and tossed It Into the Beanly. The 
poor animal waa washed sway by the current. To the surprise of all, 
two or three days afterwards he crawled home, and recovered. This 
was a cold water cure. 

The other was a dog In a similar state. Being tired of seeing It 
about, he told one of the men to “knock him on tno head and throw 
him on the dung heap." He waa thrown on the dnng-beap, but not 
'knocked on the head.” but was partially covered over with manure. 
Strange to say, this dog recovered. I may call this a Turkish bath 
cure. 

Puppies, indeed all dog*, shonld lie very dry and off the gronnd in 
trays. To prevent them crawling under, which a tired dog will some¬ 
times do, there should be a guard lo let down in front. The dogs then 
must get on their beds. 

Nothing gives kennel lameness sooner than damp, or lying on the 
floor of an ill-drained kennel. They should have a well paved yard, 
the bricks or pavlng-tlles set In cement, all four sides sloping to the 
centre, where there should bq a patent trap to take off the water. A 


yard most always be flagged or paved, otherwise the drainage Is imper¬ 
fect; If not pared, it soon gets satnrated with filth, Is very offensive, 
and most unhealthy both to man and dog. 

As I have elsewhorc remarked. It Is well known to every experienced 
breeder that the first cross-bred animal generally shows a great deal of 
beauty, form, and quality; hut breeders ought to he exceedingly 
cautious not to breed from any animal, no matter how handsome ex¬ 
ternally. or of known tested goodness, without ascertaining hls blood 
and pedigree. 

I will give one or two Instances to show the absolute necessity of such 
precautions. 

I once saw two dogs, own brothers—one as magnificent a specimen 
of a pointer as yon conld wish to look on; which dog l bought for a 
friend after trying him, he waa a first-rate performer In every way. 

nis own brother- the same Utter—was as good and beantffai a speci¬ 
men of a setter as bis brother wee a pointer. And both were sneb good 
workers, that many people bred from them. But mark the result: their 
stock were most mongrel wretches, not only in appearance bat In per¬ 
formances. 

Another instance was a setter named “Blncher." in the possession of 
a late friend of mine, William Pearson, of the Yews, near Kendal. This 
dog I shot over, along with hls master, for weeks. He was s flrst-class 
and extraordinary good performer, and the admiration of all the sports¬ 
men In that district, who reset bitches to him, myself amongst the 
number. Singular to say. thla dog never got a puppy worth anything. 

These Instances are given to caution men who are breeders never to 
breed from an animal, no matter how handsome or good, unless they 
know the back ancestry, 

I should never object to breed from a dog or bitch, oven If they were 
not externally perfect In form, provided I was sura they cams from a 
good and pure strain. _

Targeting by <‘Gloaa.” 

Editor CincAoo Field-.— The London Field at the con¬ 
clusion of the late "trial," asserted that the shooting of 
choke bored guns could be varied at will hy a change of 
wads; 1. e,, that a thin wad on the powder, would make the 
sbot scatter as if a muszle loader, am 1 conversely, that a 
thick felt wad on the powder, would concentrate the charge. 
If this was true, it followed practically, that the sportsman 
could wake his gun shoot according to either system of 
boring, at his pleasure. It was a most Important announce¬ 
ment, nut it has not seemed to receive in this country the 
attention it deserves. There are but few men here who 
give much thought to targeting, although all admit Its nec¬ 
essity for ascertaining the capabilities of a gun. With me, 
it has been a favorite pursuit as an unfailing basis of com¬ 
parison, and therefore I gladly availed myself of an odd 
afternoon to make some experiments on the Field 1 e theory, 
hoping that I might And something that would prove useful 
for future reference, and possibly, might prove valuable to

The pattern of these was as beautiful os could be im. 
agined, and the uniformity was equal to the pin. The great 
increase of pattern is noticeable at once. 

Only the fifth of the whole charge however, Is lost by thiB 
gun, and the averages of the 40 inch circle and the corners, 
are nearly the same as the pin, showing conclusively, that 
while the modified choke gives this large increase of pattern 
in the thirty inch circle, the spread of the shot upon the 
whole target is equal to the cylinder bore. As to those not on 
the target, it must be remembered that all pellets ranging 
so wide as not to strike a target of this size, would be in¬ 
effectual at game in the field, and that the spread or loss of 
these is wholly unimportant. 

Next, two sets of snails were loaded precisely as above, 
except that 1| ox. No. 9., (BOO pellets to the load), was used 
instead of No. 7.

The difference in the number of pellets, gives but little 
idea of the difference of distribution. The pattern was 
patchy all over. Wide gaps were made, with outlying 
bunches and groups of shot, some huddled together, and 
some at still wider intervals. 

Tho result of the struggle between the tendency of the 
choke to concentrate, and the irresistible effect of the wad 
to scatter the shot was plainly to be seen. 

Evidently my theory so far was not a success. The thing 
seemed overdone. Still I wanted further proof, and conse¬ 
quently another set of shells was prepared. These were 
loaded with No. 7 shot, and in all respects similar to the 
first set, except that I again put one pink edge wad on the 
iiowder, as above, and one card board and one felt wad on 
the shot.

know that a thick wad, well rammed on the shot, scatters it, 
and this was dono years and years ago, in the muzzle load¬ 
ing days, but the thin powder wad was not. 

At the Field trials, a black-edged wad of the usual thick - 
noss was used, and when to change the shooting the thin 
powder wad was to be used, this black edged shot wad was 
still to be retained. 

Now I wanted to know, if a shot wad of that thickness 
was good with the thin powder wad, why a still thicker shot 
wad would not be better, and indeed, why the thick felt 
wad on the shot, would not give superlative distribution. 

So I hastened to answer my own questions. 

The afternoon was raw and chilly, a heavy rain had fallen 
the day previous, and a cross wind sufficiently strong to 
cause marked deflection was blowing. 


having a reputation for excellent performances. 

Any extretoe choke bore was ignored of course, as 
being unadapted for field work. 

The first thing to be established was the normal perform¬ 
ance of the guns with the usual and recognized load, in 
order tbat it might be seen subsequently how the variatians 
in loading varied the shooting. 

One set of shells therefore was loaded for each gun as 
follows: 8 drs. of No. 2 Dupont Ducking powder, one card¬ 
board and one heavy wad on powder, 14 oz. Tatham’s No. 
7 shot, with an Eley black edge wad upon it, giving 812 
pellets to the load. None of the shells were crimped, but 
the wad was firmly held by mucilage. 

The distance for all shots was forty measured yards from 
muzzle of gun. 

Targets were 40 by 50 inches, upon which was drawn a 
thirty, and outside of that a forty inch circle, leaving the 
ares of the corners. 

FIRST EXPERIMENT. 


It will be observed that the uniformity of shooting here 
is quite remarkable.' The pattern of all the targets was 
good, the shot being evenly spread without bunching. The 
three averages added make 215, which deducted from 312, 
the wholcjnumber of pellets in the load, shows that about 
one third of the charge was lost. 

The central fire was next tried with the same load. 


tainly afford a very strong presumption that it can. If the 
principle is admitted, it is undeniable that there is intelli¬ 
gence and energy enough in American sportsmen to dis¬ 
cover the utmost possible application of it. One fact, ab¬ 
solutely established is, that it is useless and wastefnl to 
shoot a load one third of which is lost in traveling forty 
yards, when by a mere change of wads, the whole of it, 
within about twenty pellets, can be made effective. 

Another fact is equally apparent. The waste of the load 
in every gun is an overload for that gun, and overloading 
produces recoil. A kicking gun, therefore, can be at once 
redeemed by these tests, if carried far enough to find the 
exact load required for it. 

Again, by thus discarding superfluous pellets, the central 
ones, or those keeping their flight in a right line, one left 


These showed very different and far more favorable re¬ 
sults, the sbot were scattered as they should have been, but 
the pattern was not at all patchy like the foregoing. The 
distribution was regularly and desirably wide and open. 
The saving of the load was immense, the total averages 
showing that only the merest fraction of the charge was 
lost. It was all there, except about twenty pellets, and it 
was very handsomely there. 

Why there should be such disparity in effects between 
these two experiments I could not then explain, and even 
now no satisfactory solution has presented itself to my 
mind. The explanation to which I lean the most is that the 
No. 7 shot being so much heavier than the No. 9 are belter 
able to withstand the influence of the wad and to adhere to 
the tendency of the bore. 

If this is the true cause, then with still heavier shot the 
result would be still better, and the Bystem would afford the 
ne plue ultra of loading duck guns. But unfortunately I 
had no heavier shot with me at the time, and was unable to 
experiment further In that direction. I now set about to lest 
the Field theory to do which I loaded another set of shells 
with No. 7 shot, as before, putting an Eley pink edge on the 
powder and an Eley black edge on the shot as directed by 
the Field.

The thirty inch and 40 inch circle of this scries are not as 
good as the last, nor did the same proportion of the load 
reach the charge. The distribution was as good, being as 
wide and fairly spread, and in each of the series being 
wider than the pin patterns. 

But it was evident from an inspection of the whole tar¬ 
gets, that, while the Field theory was correct in the ab¬ 
stract, it had not been fully developed, and that my plan of 
a felt shot did better than the black edge wad. As it was 
getting dark I was compelled to abandon any further at¬ 
tempts. While these experiments are not conclusive, even 
to me, and while I shall continue them hereafter, when I 
can, yet they do furnish very much of interest and instruc¬ 
tion. 

In the first place, it seems to me that they do settle the 
principle announced by the Field that the shooting of, at 
least, modified choke bores can be varied at will by the 
change of wads. That appears beyond question. 

The principle having been tnus found, the next inquiry is 
how far can ft be earned successfully? Whether, by still 
further reducing the thinness of the powder wad, and in¬ 
creasing the shot wad, as suggested itself to me, the change 


land of the blessed; the purity of the water gushing out 
everywhere from the great alembic of nature; the feeling of 
vigorous manhood induced by active exercise, the brilliant 
unfolding of morn amid the mountains; the storm cloud as 
it moves m majestic disorder, with giant strides through 
space unconfined; the gorgeous sunsets, beyond the power 
of the most fervid imagination to pen-picture; the trans¬ 
parent mantle of night, resplendent with jewels brighter far 
than millions of Kohinoors;—all these combined give sensa¬ 
tions of pleasure and delight that must be experienced, in 
order to he fully appreciated. 

We are now about to record that which will appear, to 
eastern minds, stranger than fiction, yet every statement wc 
shall make can be. substantiated by unimpeachable testi¬ 
mony. The poetry of facts, as we proceed with the account 
of one of the most successful raids on the denizens of the 
forest and stream, will appear as fabulous almost as the 
story of the mythical hunter who shot hundreds of the 
bounding roe, and then “bent his gun around a tree and 
shot five hundred more." 

On the 26th of September, 1875, a party of three gentle¬ 
men—Charles H. Utter, John Burns and Stephen A. Utter, 
with two pack drivers, twenty mules, and camp equipage, 
left Georgetown, via the Bcrthoud Pass, for the nuntmg 
grounds where “fresh woods and pastures new” furnish 
ample grazing grounds for thousands upon thousands of 
wild cattle, and the streams abound in fish of rare excellence. 
We must not foiget to mention that Mrs. Charles H. Utter, 
a lady who keenly relishes a life on the tented field, where 
health and real pleasure can be gained and enjoyed to the 
fullest measure, was one of the party. 

On the fourth day our party reached the North Park, 
about four p. m., and from the lime of arrival till dark the 
three hunters killed fifteen stately elk. Here our party 
camped and hunted for about two weeks, and killed and 
sent to market one hundred elk. The shambles of the 
“Silver Queen," Central City and Black Hawk were graced 
at the time of which wc are writing, with as fine a display 
of fat, luscious game, as ever graced any market in the 
wide, wide world. We should have mentioned that as soon 
as hunting commenced, a four-horse wagon was kept con¬ 
stantly running between the Hot Sulphur Springs and 
Georgetown, until the close of the hunt in December, a 
period of hbout three months. 

At the expiration of two weeks, the camp was removed to 
the foot of Whitely Peak, in Middle Park, where our party 
remained ten days, and killed and sent to market, one 
hundred and forty antelope. 

They now moved to the mouth of the Troublesome, and 
there caught a four-horse wagon load of fish and sent them 
to market. 

And now our Nimrods, filled to satiety with Waltonian 
pleasures, turn their faces westward to the valleys of the 
Yampah, to hunt the black-tail deer, the pride of the west¬ 
ern Ninjrod. Now commenced leisurely the work of driving 
over a space of country about three hundred miles in extent, 
for a period of four weeks. In two weeks time our party 
killed three hundred and nine black-tail deer, and sent them 
to market. 

We visited the barn of Mr. C. H. Utter, a short time since, 
and saw a game sight, such as we never saw before. 

Five hundred and fifty-four elk, antelope and black-tail 
deer, besides a four-horse wagon load of fish, the result of 
one hunt! Beat this truthful tale who can. “O. 8."

__ _ „ St. Louis, March 6th, 1878. 

Editor Chicago Field: Since my last to you, I have 
been so busy with my private affairs, that I have had no 
time to write; but as it is never too late too mend, I will 
give you what little of interest has transpired here of 
late. The game dealers here have had quite a hot time 
during the past month, the officers of the Missouri State 
association having been on the war-path and captured several 
scalps. Five parties have been on trial, one plead guilty 
and was fined $18.00 and costs on six prairie chickens—the 
other four are fighting the case, making their defense on the 
ground that they bought the birds previous to the 1st of 
February, which Is looked upon as exceedingly weak, and 
they will most certainly get the law laid out to them in full 
measure. The State Association has determined to do all 
in its power to enforce the laws, and hopes to receive the 
support of all true sportsmen. The “8t. Louis Gun Club" 
had its last regular meeting on the 10th of February and 
elected new officers. Mr. E. C. Sterling now occupies the

I do not press the question of economy very strongly for 
sportsmen as a class are provorbiallv generous, and scout 
the thought of saving in such a small matter as amunilion, 
but vet, when economy and increased execution go hand in 
hand, prudence and sport combine in commending both. 

Aa these are the days of progress for small arms, as well 
as of military weapons, and as aggregated experience is a 
crucible of truth, I trust that sportsmen generally will fol¬ 
low up this line of experiments and benefit science by r e- 
oording their results.

OUR GAME LAWS. 

While it is true that our game laws could be so improved 
as to make them more effective for the preservation of 
game, yet there is no doubt that were those we now have on 
our statute books rigidly enforced, much good would be ac¬ 
complished. To the laxity with which they are adminis¬ 
tered, is to be attributed their lack of ellectiveness. 

The sportsmen are the ones to blame, when violations of 
the law are frequent, as there is hardly a state which has 
not laws sufficiently stringent to check, in a very great 
measure, illegal traffic in game. At any rate the means at 
hand should be utilized to tb greatest possible advantage 
until better are provided. Apathy and fear of the conse¬ 
quences of prosecuting offenders, do more to encourage 
snaring and the various other illegal practices, than loop¬ 
holes in the laws. The man who from personal con¬ 
sideration is a passive witness to the violation of a law, 
which he is Interested in enforcing, is both a coward at heart 
and undeserving of any legal protection in his rights. It 
can be accepted as a fact, that the threats of a violator of 
the law are not to be feared. There is no danger to be ap¬ 
prehended. All that is necessary is courage and deter¬ 
mination to enforce the law which was made to be en¬ 
forced. The satisfaction of having done his duty, will pro¬ 
tect any man against the bombastic threats of one, whom 
the law and his conscience tells be is a criminal. 

We regret to say that there are too many, who, in the 
garb of sportsmen, are the very worst of pot-hunters, but 
nevertheless It is true. For many just as soon as beyond 
the pale of civilization, ignore the law and the rights of 
others, and are guilty of practices neither sportsmanlike nor 
honorable. 

A sportsman will be a sportsman, whether in the dense 
forest, or in the broad light of civilization The game laws 
being for sportsmen, he who requires the eye of 
law on him, to prevent his violation of it, is not a sportsman, 
for a good sportsmen is actuated by that esprit de corps, 
which should be characteristic of the fraternity. 

Instead of himself a violator of the law, each sportsman 
Bhould feel it a duty Incumbent on him to educate those, 
who do not understand the advantages to be derived from 
the game laws, and to point out the benefit, each and every 
man, whether a sportsman or not, will derive by a strict en¬ 
forcement of them. 

The following letter was written us privately by a friend 
and not Intended for publication, but it hits the nail so 
squarely on the head that we lay it before our readers, 
omitting the writers’ name, whom it is unnecessary to say, 
is a sportsman: 

“I will do all in my power to aid in the promulgation of 
sporting literature and periodicals, as it is through this chan¬ 
nel that the sportsmen and people outside the cities and 
towns are to be reached, and thereby educated, and sporting 
as an art promoted. I say outside the cities and towns, for 
those that live where they have access to the world’s news 
and progress, must know that there are game laws, what 
they are, the necessity for framing them, and why these 
should not. be violated. I am sorry to know that some of 
these so-called sportsmen when once beyond the pale of the 
law, kill anything in season or out of season, so that they 
make a bag. Tn such a case a club (not a stuffed club) is 
more effective than argument. Once have those who live 
in the woods and out of the way places understand that by 
killing game out of season they are decreasing their own 
food supply, and rendering barren the haunts of sportsmen, 
to whom they are indebted for many a dollar not otherwise 
obtainable; and I think they would not only see the justice 
of the laws, but become self-appointed game constables, and 
it would be a venturesome person who would dare shoot a 
grouse while nesting, or catch a trout while spawning, and 
thus the class mentioned above would become law abiding 
through force of circumstances. 


While fishing in the Adirondacks a year ago last summer, 
a young man, at whose father’s bauso 1 was staying, brought 
me a ruffed grouBe that he bad taken from her nest, and 
proposed I should have it for supper. I set It free much to 
his disgust, as he thought the catching of the bird alive 
would meet with my favor. I explained the wrong of 
molesting the birds during the breeding season, sent him a 
copy of the game laws and a few copies of a contemporary, 
and made a convert of him. Ho and his father are now 
gamt protector*. Last spring while there was a thick crust 
on the deep snow, a dog belonging to the father drove from 
the green timber where they were yarded three deer one 
after another in one day, and caught them all alive. The 
deer were allowed to go, the dog was whipped and then 
chained up, until the crust would no longer permit this, to 
him, amusement. The Hame dog, a cross between a deer 
hound and a bull dog, in October last, started and drove to 
the water two deer at the same time. I mention this, as I 
think it rather remarkable. I was traveling in the northern 
part of this State early in January last, ana had a letter of 

introduction to Gen. -. I found the General to be 

an old friend of my father-in-law, and thought to do the po¬ 
lite in return for attention shown me, and invited him to 
dinner at my hotel; I asked the landlord what he would get 
me for dinner, he named several articles, but one dish he 
said would be a surprise. It being trout (salmo fonta- 
nalis), I declined. These people ao not eat them them¬ 
selves, but keep them tor travelers, thinking to please their 
palates, (God save the mark!) or their vanity by placing thlB 
mysteriously before them, while less favored guests can 
only wonder at the cause of the marked attention. If people, 
when trout, or birds are placed before them, out of season, 
at hotel tables would refuse these tit-bits (?) there would be 
no object in the landlords providing them." 

THE CENTENNIAL DOG 8HOW. 

He who visits Philadelphia very soon realizes that the 
Centennial engrosses the mind of the Philadelphian. 
Everything is Centennial. Each department of business 
and every variety of amusement and pleasure has its rep¬ 
resentative in Philadelphia who is thoroughly in earnest 
that that department of business or pleasure in which he is 
interested shall be represented at the Centennial Exhibi¬ 
tion. The horseman finds a Centennial horseman who is 
looking to the Interests of owners of horses in the exhibition; 
the breeder of Short Homs, Ayrshires and Jerseys finds his 
representative there, as also does the lover of dogs. 

A few days before leaving the East, we, by invitation, 
visited Philadelphia to confer with the Commissioners of 
the live-stock department in reference to the bench show 
to be held there during the exhibition. We were much 
gratified to find such enthusiasm manifested in the mut¬ 
ter, and such sportsmen as Dr. Henry Twaddell, and Mr. 
Chas. Westcott interested in it, which leaves no doubt that 
the Centennial Dog Show will be quite as much a feature of 
the exhibition as any other portion of it, 

The most liberal arrangements are being made for taking 
care of the dogs, and everything is being done to make 
the show the success it should be. Many foreign visitors 
have expressed their determination of bringing their dogs 
with them for exhibition. As there are but few sportsmen 
who will fail to visit the Centennial, it is but natural to 
suppose that they will choose the time when the bench 
show is being held and take their dogs with them. Be¬ 
sides the Association medals several handsome silver 
prizes will be donated as special prizes. The Chicago 
Field gives a silver cup worthy of the object and the oc¬ 
casion, for the best setter dog or bitch, native or imported 
over one year. Mr. Charles Westcott has donated a silver 
cup for the best pointer dog over two years. 8everal other 
prominent sportsmen have expressed their intention of con¬ 
tributing. 

It Is desirable that entries should be Bent in as soon as 
possible, and therefore those desiring to enter their dogs, 
can do so by addressing Burnet Landreth, Esq., chairman 
live-stock committee, Centennial rooms, Philadelphia, who 
will furnish them blankB necessary for entering; or, by ap¬ 
plying to us we shall be happy to supply them, they hav¬ 
ing been forwarded to us for that purpose. 

We would however draw Mr. Landreth's attention to the 
fact, that two weeks Is too long to keep dogs on exhibition. 
He will find that the length of time will seriously affect the 
success of the show. One week is quite long enough 
and is about as long as sportsmen will want 
to be compelled to remain. We therefore strongly 
urge that the success of the exhibition be not imperilled by 
adherence to this first determination, but that the time be 
changed to one week, and we hope it will be done, as we 
are desirous of seeing the show the grand success it will be, 
if this change is made. 

There will be much to be Been by the visitor to the Cen¬ 
tennial. The magnitude of it can not be conceived. The 
huildings themselves are worth the visit if nothing else. 
Standing at the entrance of the main hall, a man at the other 
end looks like a boy. Monumental Hall is a splendid piece 
of architecture. Floral Hall will lie charming to the eye 
and redolent will be the atmosphere, with the aroma of the 
exotic plants with which It will be filled. The spacious 
grounds surrounding it will be laid out after the most ap¬ 
proved styles of landscape gardening and filled with the 
choicest flowers and shrubs from ourown and foreign lands. 

Every nation will be represented by a building which 
each is putting up in Its own peculiar style of architecture. 
He who has travelled in foreign lands, will not find much 
trouble In recognizing each nationality, the buildings betng 
typical of It. To builders the building In process of erection 
by the Japanese, will be quite a curiosity, there being neither 
a nail, screw nor peg In the whole structure The lumber with 
which it is being erected, was shipped from Japan and cur¬ 
iously enough each plank was wrapped In paper and then 


in bundles In matting. Each nation sends its workmen to< 
erect its buildings. The day we were there was cold, which 
the Japs did not seem to relish very much. Mechanics Hall 
where the machinery will be on exhibition, Is a building of 
vast extent, quite sufficient to supply the demands of the in¬ 
ventive genius of our own people, as well as those of other 
natlona. 

To describe at length all we saw, even in Its present crude 
state, would take up more time and space than we can give 
to it. To be appreciated it must be seon, and we apprehend 
there will be hut few who will see it, but will appreciate it. 

The following is the circular in reference to the dog 
show, issued by the Centennial Live Block Committee: 

The Centennial Commission at the International Exhibi¬ 
tion has decided to hold, in addition to the exhibition of 
ordinary Live Btock, a Bench Show of Bporting and nou- 


The french show will commence September 1st, 1876, and 
continue for fifteen days. 

The Commission will provide ample accommodations for 
the display of animals of this class. Stalls will be fur¬ 
nished free of charge, and animals will be admitted without 
entrance fee. 

All dogs presented for admission will bo subjoct to ex¬ 
amination by a veterinary surgeon to guard against infec¬ 
tion, Animals taken sick after admission, will be removed 
to a suitable inclosure especially prepared for their comfort 
and medical treatment. 

Exhibitors will furnish their own attendants to feed and 
otherwise care for their stock. 

Animals entered for exhibition must be the property of 
the exhibitor, and must perfectly accord with description 
on form of application to gain admittance to the Show Yard. 

It is highly important that all who design exhibiting^ 
should now make applioation, as the extent of preparation 
necessary, can only be regulated by an estimate based upon 
actual demands. 

Forms upon which to make application for space, will be 
furnished by the Chief of Bureau of Agriculture. 




THE AUDUBON CLUB. 

The members of the old Audubon Club and the Prairie 
Club met in the Audubon Club rooms on Saturday evening 
last to ratify the consolidation of the clubs, which had 
been agreed on by the committee appointed from each club 
for the purpose, and for adopting the constitution which 
had been prepared. On motion Mr. 8. H. Turrill was ap¬ 
pointed temporary chairman, and Mr. J. J. Gillespie tempo¬ 
rary secretly. On motion of Mr. E. C. Waller, twelve 
members of the Kennicott Club and six of the Chicago 
Club, who desired to join, were admitted. 

Mr. Wilson from the committee read the constitution, 
which was accepted without amendment, and the organiza¬ 
tion was perfected. 

The election of officers being the next thing in order, the 
chairman appointed Messrs. Charles Kern, Abner Price and 
N. Rowe as tellers. The following officers were then elected: 
President, 8. H. Turrill; First Vice-President, W. F. Milli¬ 
gan; Second Vice-President, Greene Smith; Secretary, J. J. 
Gillespie; Treasurer, Chas. Peacock; Kennel Manager, John 
H. Whitman; Board of Directors, (S) E. C. Waller, chair¬ 
man; Abner Price, W. T. Johnson, C. E. Felton and F. A. 
Howe. 


The following clause in the Constitution (Article 2, Sec¬ 
tion 1) gives the object for which the club is formed. It 
reads: “The objects for which this Club is formed are the 
enforcement of the laws against the unlawful killing or 
selling of game; the education and advancementof its mem¬ 
bers in the art of wing shooting, the collection and preser¬ 
vation of specimens of natural history; and the establish¬ 
ment and maintainance of suitable rooms and appurtenances 
for the social and business meetings of the Club.” Articlo 
7, Section 7 provides that the Board of Directors shall pros¬ 
ecute violators of the game laws of the State. 

The duties of the Kennel Manager will be to keep not only 
correct pedigrees of the dogs owned by members of tho 
Club, bat also of all the prominent dogs In the country. 

The Club, as we said last week, is one of the most power¬ 
ful clubs in the country, and will exercise that power for the 
detection and punishment of all violators of the game laws. 
The headquarters will be the rooms formerly occupied by 
the old Audubon. _ 


Legitimate Pulling. —In another oolumn we publish a 
communication from “Mack" on what he calls “legitimate 
pulling” In trotting races. Our correspondent alms at pro¬ 
ving that under certain circumstances an owner or driver is 
entitled to prevent his horse winning the race in which he is 
a contestant if he proves himself capable of so doing. And 
as a remedy for the practice of pulling he suggests that 
horse-owners may be allowed to make a declaration previous 
to the race that they do not intend to win. We agree with 
our correspondent on ono thing, and only one, “that it would 
be a new feature in trotting.” One of the main, if not th* 
object of tho National Association was the prevention of 
fraud In the conduct of trotting races, and the most fre¬ 
quent phase in which it is observable, is the pulling of 
horses which could win the race if their heads were only 
loose. This is the crying evil of the present day, and too 
often we see horses perfectly capable of lowering their rec¬ 
ords, remain in their class the whole season picking up 
second and third monies. This is done in defiance of the 
law, and no one has yst attempted to show that the law is 
unjust or acts hard upon any particular class of turfmen or 
horses. The idea, therefore, of legitimatizing fraud, is a 
most startling one, and cannot for a moment be counte¬ 
nanced.

squads of pot hunters who continually come to have a little 
sport (as they cull it), shoot at everything that conies in 
sight, which keeps them very wild, and 1 am satisfied drives 
many away. Alter a while we want to try them again, and 
proiaise visiting Mr. Sulivant’s large farm, whore thero are 
large grounds, and I hope not so many pot hunters. We 
expect our friend J. Holuren, of Ellsworth, to join us, and 
anticipate some fine s|iort, if not many ducks. 1 will let 
you know how we succeed. I have seen a good many 
chickens this winter, which has been favorable for them. If 
the spring is good we expect some fine shooting next sea¬ 
son. The land in this section is all under cultivation, ex¬ 
cept the low wet places where they arc obliged to nest, so 
if it is very wet they are drowned out. Quail are very 
scarce; they ought not to be shot for a few years.

LoADINO Shells. —Too often loading shells is considered 
a I Hire, and as such is entrusted to those who have no interest 
in it, further than gelling the job finished. Every sports- 
man should load his own shells, for the trouble of doing 
which, the good shooting of his gun will repay him. For a 
No. 12 bore, the ordinary charge of powder, taking the 
Orange Lightning as standard, is 3 drachms, with 1 or lj oz. 
of shot. For a No. 10 bore, 4 to 4} drachms of powder and 
I j to U ounces of shot. Tbo size of shot is very importnut, 
for many make a mistake in using too large size shot. For 
ruffed and pinnated grouse, No. 8 is large enough, for 
quail No. 9, and forsuipe and woodcock No. 10, for duck 
shooting No. 5 or 6, and Tor geese or brant, No. 1 or 2. A 
writer of 20 years experience in the London Field says: 

For the full choke I use 3 drachms of uowder, a thick felt 
wad, and 14 oz. shot; and for a modified choke, right barrel, 
I use a thick pink-edged wad on the powder, and a thin one 
on the shot. I have found this answer most capitally, and 
in covert shooting (rabbits), have found 3 drachms powder,

In tho extract from Bell'* L\f* upon the amateur question in Ihn 
country, which we have previously given in full, there Is n point w 
wish to draw to the attention of our countryman, while at the saute time 
we answer the question which follows : 

“To say nothing of the structural inelegance, aud, in some part*, 
doubtful grammar of the definition, the true meaning of several of it* 
clauses is, ut least, very doubtful.

Iican tish, has been as yet but moderately 
successful. It is said that a salmon of a | 
certain size had been caught in Australian 
waters, an adult raised from an egg brought 
from England. But it is rather apparent, 
that the European sulmon would have much 
dillicully in becoming acclimated in the 
warmer waters of the Pacific. English and 
New Zealand papers herald however, the 
arrival of numerous eggs of the California 
salmon (attlmo quinnat) at Auckland, N. 
Z. Immediately on arrival, some of the 
puny fish came to life, and those have been 
placed in stock ponds for future distribu 
tion. home years ago, when the proposi¬ 
tion was made, to slock Australian waters 
with salmon, an American fish culturist pro¬ 
posed that iu lieu of the Scotch or English 
salmon, our Pacific fish should l*e sent. The 
reasons for that were two-fold; first the risk 
of transit was immensely lessened, and 
secondly, it was quite probable that the 
chances of life would be increased when fish 
were transplanted from one part of the Pa¬ 
cific to the other. Of course it will be only 
in time that it can be determined whether 
the experiment wilt l>e successful. Specula¬ 
tion of an ilhyologicnl character may be in¬ 
dulged in, us to what changes these fish may 
undergo in time, as some transformation in 
shape or general appearance is likely to en¬ 
sue. 

In order to add to the general character of 
the fish collection at the Centennial, and to 
allow of methods of comparison, the Smith- 
soninn Institution, with Prof. Baird at its 
head, are having regular shipments made to 
them from England, of all the varieties of 
English edible fish. Each steamer now ar¬ 
riving from England, bring its quota of fish. 
It wilt be both a curious and interesting 
sight to see side by side the various repre¬ 
sentatives of the many inhabitants of the 
river and sea, and to notice variations iu 
form. 

The lenlh annual report of the Massachu¬ 
setts Commissioners is quite voluminous, 
about ..">0,000 young salmon were placed iu 
the headquarters of the Merrimnc. Two 
months ago more salmon eggs were received 
from Bueksport, and ibis coming October, 
Mr. Livingstone will send a considerable 
quantity from California. Young salmon 
undoubtedly due to the action of Fish Com¬ 
missioners have been caught in mackerel 
seines in Massachusetts Bay. 

In regard to shad, 1,438 shad were taken 
under the supervision of the Commissioner, 
which produced 7,000,000 of eggs, which 
were turned into the Mcrrimac above Low 
ell. The catch of shad last year is reported 
to have been larger than for many years 
before, and at Newburyport shad were in 
such plenty lhat'they were salted and put 
away iu barrels. One of the most impor¬ 
tant facts given in this able report is that 
the fishway at Holyoke answers the purpose 
for which it is intended. Shad of quite a 
large size were ascertained to have ascended 
the fishway. 

We are glad to state authoritatively that 
the Maine Fish Commission is not abolished. 

The following letter from Seth Green to 
Mr. E. M. Sinitn, the New York State Com¬ 
missioner, may be of interest. No one 
writes more graphically or to the point than 
the father of American fish culture. 

Sill—Every year since 1872 we have bee n 
distributing Salmon-trout fry in many of 
our inland lakes. Those deposited in 1872-3 
will be large enough to catch the next com¬ 
ing season, and there are but few people 
who know how to take them. I will give 
some hints on the different ways they are 
taken. They are taken with .silver and 
brass spoon hooks, by leading the line so 
Hint the spoon runs near the bottom. But 
they are taken sometimes at the top of the 
water and sometimes half way down from 
the surface, and by trolling with three lines 
at one time—one at the surface, one half 
way down and one near the bottom. Another 
way is to anchor a buoy out in deep water 
and cut fish in pieces, varying in size from 
a hickory nut to a butter nut, and scattering 
the pieces around the buoy for some days; 
then anchor your boat to the buoy, using a 
piece of the same kind of bait on your hook 
that you had been in the habit of scattering 
around your buoy; fish near the bottom, and 
give it a little motion by giving your line 
short jerks. The buoy should not be baited 
the day you go fishing. 

Another way is to have a rod and reel and 
four or five hundred feet of strong fine line, 
and if the water is deep put a lead sinker 
weighing three-quarters of a pound on the 
end of your line, and tie a single gut leader 
twelve feet long on the main line twelve 
feet above your sinker. For books, you 
should use No. 6. Limerick hooks, tied 
three together, back to back, so that they 
look like a three-pronged grapnel. Tie them 
on a single gut leader, about two and one- 
half Inches apart, and have a gang of hooks 
five inches long. Put two very small bruss 
swivels on your leader. Use the kind of 
small fish for bait that the trout are used to 
eating in your lake. Hook one of the up¬ 
per hooks through the under and upper jaw 
so that is mouth will be closed. Then hook 
one of the lower hooks through the bock 
near the tail in such a manner that it will 
give the fish a curve and will turn round like 
irolling-spoon when it is drawing through 
the water. The most successful fishermen 


use three of this same kind of rigs in ouo 
boat; they fish one rig near the top with a 
light sinker, say four ounces, and one about 
halfway down with an eight-ounce Binker, 
and the twelve ounce sinker near the bot¬ 
tom. This is the most successful rig I have 
ever used. The boat should be rowed very 
slow, to that you can feel the bottom with 
a heavy sinker nearly every time you raise 
it up or iet it down. The bait should be 
ruined up and down by a gentle motion. 
Set the other two lines, one on each side of 
the boat, and they will luke care of them¬ 
selves. Live fish should be used for bail. 
Sonic do not use but eight hooks, one hook 
for the upper to hook in the minnow’s mouth, 
and one to hook through the back near the 
tail, and two sets of throe each between 
the two single hooks, tied about one anil a 
half inches apart. Be careful and keep 
your minnow lixiking as natural as possi¬ 
ble. Do not rub any more scales off than 
you cau help. When you let your line out 
your boat should be in motion to keep your 
bait from twisting around the main line.
